Gogakis said: “There were about 


15 or 20 gunmen inside and outside 
the plane. They were masked, well- 
organized and carrying grenades, 
flares, rocket-propelled grenades 
and guns.” 

The gunmen demanded the re- 
lease of Araef Raya and Mahdi al- 
Haj Hassan, jailed for seven years in 
Cyprus for hijacking a Rumanian 
airliner in June 1983. 

Raya and Hassan seized the plane, 
which was on charter to Libya, on a 
Tripoli-to-Athens flight. They were 
demanding the release of lman 
Mousa Sadr and two companions, 
who disappeared in Libya in 1978. 

Many Lebanese Shi'ite Moslems 
believe the Imam, founder of the 
Shi'ite Amal movement, is in prison 
in Libya. 

Lebanese Transport Minister 
Walid Jumblatt earlier ordered air- 
port authorities to prevent the Cyp- 
riot plane taking off. Arab sources in 
Nicosia said the gunmen had deman- 
ded that it fly to Laraaca.

Shamir says no to autonomy in Gaza first 


TORUN, Poland (AP). - A panel of 
judges yesterday convicted three 
secret policemen of murdering a pro- 
Solidarity priest and sentenced them 
v ' to prison terms of 14 to 25 years. A 
fourth officer, convicted of instigat- 
' jog the killing, received a 25-year 
sentence. 

The five judges rejected the pro- 
secution's demand for the death 
penalty against Capt. Grzegorz Piot- 
x rowski. accused of leading two other 
-^officers in the Iddnap-murder of the 
Rev. Jerzy Popieluszko. 

- Piotrowski’s superior, Col. Adam 
Pietruszka. 47, was found guilty of 
aiding and abetting the killin g last 
October and also was given a 25-year 
sentence. Lt. Leszek Pekala, 32, was 


sentenced to 15 years in prison and 
Lt. Waldemar Chmielewslri, 29. was 
given 14 years in prison for participa- 
tion in the murder. 

During the trial, the two lieute- 
nants had testified that Piotrowski 
led them in the kidnapping and kill- 
ing. 

The killing of Popieluszko. which 
was condemned by dissidents and 
Communist government leaders 
alike. led to a shake-up in the In- 
terior Ministry, which controls the 
nation's security apparatus. 

The priest was kidnapped on a 
highway near Torun, in northern 
Poland, on the night of October 19. 
Eleven days later, his body, bound 
and gagged, was pulled out of a 
reservoir of the Vistula river.

Nazi war criminal gets Austrian gov’t pension 


; VIENNA (Reuter). - Nazi war cri- 
minal Walter Reder, released by 
Italy last month after almost 40 years 
in jail for shooting hundreds of Jta- 
- lian civilians, gets a war pension 
from Austria, the government said 
yesterday. 

The 70-year-dId former SS major 
receives a monthly pension of 7,125 
schillings (IS220.000) plus an old- 
age supplement of 647 schillings 
(1520,000), according to the Social 


Ministry. 

A spokesman said the Austrian 
government started paying Reder a 
pension in 1970 with retroactive 
effect from 1964, 

A private association of war vic- 
tims applied for a war pension for 
Reder because he bad suffered in- 
juries during the war. 

Payments were suspended at one 
point because of his conviction as a 
war criminal, but later reinstated.

Token force 
in Lebanon 
indefinitely*

TEL AVIV. - After the IDF 
withdrawal, a “symbolic pre- 
,'sence" will be retained in a secur- 
ity belt for an indefinite period, 
military sources said here yester- 
day. 

The sources said the major logistic 
effort to pull equipment out of Sidon 
to the Litani area has been almost 
finished, in anticipation of the first 
stage of the pullback which is to be 
completed by February IS. IDF 
units remain there to patrol the area. 

The second stage, to be im- 
plemented within three to five 
months, will be the major step in the 
planned withdrawal and according 
to one source will involve more 
material than in the first stage. 
That stage will see the IDF out of 
Jebel Baruk and most of the Bekaa 
Valley. 

So far. however, no equipment 
has been pulled out of Jebe] Baruk. 

When the second stage is com- 
pleted the line will include the area 
which the late Maj. Sa’ad Haddad 


held as well as the Hasbaya area. 
The line will pass some 10 kilometres 
north of the international border and 
several kilometres north of Hasbaya 
up to the Syrian border. 

The IDF will keep symbolic forces 
there, and though the government's 
intention is to complete the with- 
drawal. it is far from clear how long 
the "symbolic presence" will be 
maintained or how large it will be. 

Some IDF units will be deployed 
in the security zone and if Israel sees 
that zone is sufficiently secure there 
will be "security auspices" there, the 
sources said. 

When pressed to be more specific 
the sources said they were purposely 
not giving details because the situa- 
tion is not clear. They were certain 
however that at present they do not 
envisage a situation in which there 
will he no IDF soldiers in Lebanon. 
"It's not realistic in the Lebanese 
situation." one source said. 

The sources said they now regard 
the SLA as a “local solution" which 
will exist only with IDF assistance.

Shi’ites protest over arrests 
by IDF in South Lebanon

METULLA. - Shops stayed closed, 
school was interrupted, tires were 
burned and roadblocks put up 
yesterday by Shi'ites throughout 
South Lebanon in protest against the 
arrests carried out by the IDF on 
Wednesday in Mabarake, south of 
Tyre. The arrests followed attacks 
on IDF units in the area. 

Fourteen villagers were arrested 
on suspicion of plotting and carrying 
out the attacks. Weapons were 
found in their possession. 

Shi'ite leaders in West Beirut on 
Wednesday called on residents of 
the south to protest against these 
arrests. 

Christians also took part in yester- 
day’s protests, particularly in the 
Sidon area. According to some 
observers, the Christians are hedg- 
ing their bets in preparation for 


February IS. when the IDF is to 
withdraw. 

The protest was held in Sidon. 
Tyre. Nabatjya and Shi'ite villages 
along the coastal road and the 
Nabatiya-Tyre road. Demonstrators 
shouted anti-Israel slogans. 

The IDF did not interfere because 
its normal operations were un- 
affected. Apparently, the IDF also 
wanted to avoid beating tempers 
even more in the Shi'ite villages. 

Two attacks were made yesterday 
on South Lebanon Army units. Near 
Kleila east of Tyre a remote-control 
bomb exploded when a SLA unit 
passed by. No one was hurt. Earlier, 
a grenade was thrown at an SLA 
base east of Sidon. No one was hurt 
in that incident. 

In the Kleila area this week, 16 
IDF soldiers were injured in explo- 
sions involving five remote- 
controlled bombs. 


At Yad Vashem tribunal on Mengele: 


Mother testifies how she killed her baby

An account by a Tel Aviv woman 
of how, as a 20-year-old mother, she 
felt compelled to kill her own baby, 
• ,md a report of the near-capture of 
’Josef Mengele by the Mossad were 
among the gripping events of the 
final day of the bearings at Yad 
Vashem on the crimes of the noto- 
jrious doctor of Auschwitz. 

Capturing Mengele was “oper- 
•ationally simple, but diplomatically 
impossible,” former Mossad chief 
Isser Hard told Wednesday’s hear- 
ings. Israel could not afford another 


scandal, with Mengele's host coun- 
try complaining to the UN about 
infringement of its sovereignty, as 
Argentina did after Adolf Eichmann 
was captured in 1960. 

Harel explained that when he 
went to Buenos Aires to supervise 
the operation, be had some informa- 
tion about Mengele living at a Vin- 
cente de Lopez address. The plan 
had been to capture him there and 
fiy him out of the country together 
with Eichmann. But when the Mos- 
sad men came to the flat, it was 
occupied by other people, and 
Mengele had been gone for some 


weeks. 

In 1961 and 1962 the Mossad lo- 
cated him in Paraguay, living with 
his bodyguards on the farm of Ger- 
man friends. Later he was spotted on 
a farm near Sao Paulo, Brazil, and 
then again in Paraguay, near Asun- 
cion. He always had bodyguards 
with dogs, and his friends stood by 
him as one man, Harel said. “We 
would have had to trick him to catch 
him without diplomatic incident.” 

After 1963, Harel was no longer 
head of the Mossad and thus he 
could not report on operations fol- 
lowing that date. He declined to 


answer a question about the chances 
of capturing Mengele now. “And if I 
knew I couldn't tell," he added. 

Nazi-hunter Simon Wiesenthal. 
who served on the hearings panel, 
told The Jerusalem Post that 
Mengele's wife never visited him in 
Auschwitz and that after the war she 
decided to divorce him. Their son 
Rotf has a law office in Freiburg-ira- 
Breisgau today. 

Mengele’s family in Guensburg 
owns one of the biggest agricultural 
implements factories in Europe. 
Mengele thus is independently weal-

often soars to as much as S700; the 
government-set per diem payment 
for a hospital bed is slightly less than 
$ 100 . 

But for the patient in need of 
life-supportive care, there is no ■ 
alternative. Today, most hospitals 
have intensive-care units; the num- 
ber of beds in them is growing, as 
more sophisticated techniques and 
advanced knowledge bring more and 
more once-hopeless cases into the 
range of possible treatment. 

A patient may require intensive 
care for only 24 hours or may remain 
dependent on life support systems 
for days, weeks or even months. 

In certain types of illness or acci- 


dent, patients have recovered after 
weeks in coma. Id Israel, there is no 
arbitrary limit on the time such sup- 
portive care is given, and the country 
has not yet 6eoome heavily involved 
in the moral and legal disputes over 
definition of “legal death.” 

Intensive care units are divided 
into two classes - cardiac and general 
care units. The lather may handle 
any type of accident and illness from 
surgical complications and strokes to 
road accidents and poisonings. 
There are also specialized units for . 
pediatric care and, as reported 
yesterday, intensive care units for 
premature intents. 

The Hadassah hospitals in Jeru- 
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salem, £ot instance, have all of these 
types of unit. In Hadassah's two 
six-bed general units, an average of 
46 patients per month are treated, at 
a total cost of between $200,000 and 
$300,000. Since the amount received 
for patient care is so little, the deficit 
must be made up from the hospital's 
own resources, principally from con- 
tributions. 

Because of the difference between 
the real cost of medical care and the 
fees, "the hospitals sometimes appear 
to be simultaneously treating two - 
or more - patients per bed. In order 
to help cover costs, some hospitals 
have taken to admitting patients to 
the hospital for diagnostic tests. Af- 
ter the patient gets the tests, the 
doctor gives him leave to go home. 
When the results of the tests are 
available, the patient comes back 
and the doctor writes out the official 
discharge. TTie health fund is then 
billed for a two-or three-day hospital 
stay. Several patients may. in this 
way, be “admitted” to one depart- 
ment without actually spending any 
time there at all. 

But intensive care is not an area 
where, with increased experience, 
procedures may become simpler or 
cheaper. The costs continue to grow 
as surgeons venture into more and 
more complicated techniques. Adv- 
ances in heart surgery, brain surgery 
and organ transplant have drastically 
increased the demand for intensive- 
care units. In turn, the existence of 
such sophisticated facilities encour- 
ages the doctors to attempt more 
heroic measures. 
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Exports down in January, continuing slide

Exports dropped by 4 per cent in 
January compared with the monthly 
average established during the pre- 
ceding three months, the Central 
Bureau of Statistics reported yester- 
day. 

The decline, to S450 million for 
the month, continued a downward 
trend that began last summer. The 
biggest drop in overseas sales - by 22 
per cent - was registered by the 


metal products-machinery- 
electronics sector. 

Commenting on the figures. 
Yehoshua Forer. director-general of 
the Ministry of Industry and Trade, 
said: “It would be a mistake to draw 
conclusions from the statistics of a 
single month, though they should be 
borne in mind. However, the fan is 
that in 1984 our exports were 16 per 
cent higher than in 1983. 

“Exports declined last month for a 
number of reasons, including a 


slump in demand for our secunty- 
related products. January's figures 
definitely do not alter the long-term 
upward trend."

Orientalist Goitein 
dies in Princeton

Orientalist Shlomo Dov Goitein 
died on Wednesday in Princeton, 
New Jersey. He was 85. 

Descended from a family of rab- 
bis. Goitein was bom in Burgkun- 
stadt. Hungary. He emigrated to 
Palestine in 1923, and taught for four 
years at the Reali School in Haifa. In 
1928 he joined the faculty of the 
Institute of Oriental Studies at the 
Hebrew University, where he taught 
until 1957. 

Then he moved to the U.S.. where 
his last position was professor at 
Princeton University. 

Some of Goitein 's research dealt 
with the culture of the Jews of Ye- 
men. Later he published 
documentary texts from the Cairo 
Genizah, found preserved in a syna- 



gogue and containing a wealth of 
documents from the Middle Ages.

One will be on the Kasmiya 
Bridge north of Tyre, others will be 
further north, but rhe exact locations 
have not yet been decided. 

Regarding the situation in the 
West Bank, the sources confirmed a 
rise in the number of attacks with 
firearms and petrol bombs- 

In November there were 23 
attacks in the West Bank, and 23 
more in December. These included 
three attacks with firearms and 14 
with petrol bombs. In January there 
were 33 attacks, including four 
shootings and 23 petrol bombs. This 
does not include stone-throwing, the 
sources said. 

In stating the situation is still 
under control, thev noted there has 


been a general decline in the number 
of disturbances, such as stone throw- 
ing and cutting telephone lines. Last 
November there were 342 such 
attacks, in December - 22S and in 
January- 182. they reported. 

The sources said they have firm 
information to back their claim that 
PLO headquarters in Amman is 
sending directives to the West Bank. 
The growing political, cooperation- 
■ between . Jordan., aud^the RLO..has 
also lejd to an -increase in PLO ,,-' 
mainly Fatah - operational 1 activity ; 
However. Amman is not replacing 
Beirut as a terrorist centre, the 
sources said. 

They said they still regard Jordan 
as a responsible regime desiring a 
peaceful border, and they have been 
aware of Intensive Jordanian efforts 
to prevent attacks on Israel from its 
territory. 

The sources also said they do not 
see a clear link between Israel's 
decision to withdraw from Lebanon 
and the events in the West Bank. 
They acknowledged a massive prop- 
aganda campaign mainly over Syrian 
and Lebanese radios calling West 
Bankers to follow the Lebanese ex- 
ample and force Israel out, but this 
has been going on for weeks and is 
not a new development. 


U.S. to deport Nazis

Gov’t layoff plan angers Histadrut 


Jerusalem post Reporter 
TEL AVTV. - Histadrur leaders 
reacted angrily yesterday to the gov- 
ernment's intention to dismiss 10 per 
cent of the employees of government 
corporations. Trade Union Depart- 
ment chairman Haim Haberfeld said 
the dismissals would be a "crude 
contravention” of the package deal 
and would be strongly opposed by 
the Histadrur. 

The dismissal order was conveyed 
to the' managements of 36 govern- 
ment corporations and their sub- 
sidiaries by the ministerial commit- 
tee on reductions in the state budget. 


Histadrut officials estimate that 
several thousand workers could be 
involved. 

Haberfeld reminded the govern- 
ment that it had committed itself in 
the package deal to preventing un- 
employment. The committee's order 
violates the agreement, he said. 

Gideon Ben-Yisrael- head of the 
Histadrut’s employment committee, 
said yesterday that the government 
had not budgeted resources for 
promoting employment and fighting 
uemployment. As a result, unem- 
ployment is rising rapidly, particu- 
larly in development towns, he said. 


of jobs has been shrinking. The big 
jump in unemployment came ex- 
pectedly during the last quarter of 
1984. when the rate leaped to a 
20-vear high of 6.3 per cent. 

More people are looking for work 
and it is taking them longer to find a 
job. the report notes. Continuing 
economic stagnation will mean a 
lower standard of living, and less 
investment that might create jobs 
over the next few months. Budget 
cuts will further reduce local con- 
sumption.

17 Gutman paintings found in TA storeroom

Seventeen giant paintings done by 
artist Nahum Gutman 25 years ago 
were discovered Wednesday in a 
storeroom of the Tel Aviv Fair 
Grounds. The paintings portray 
scenes from Tel Aviv from 1905 to 
the rime, tbe pictures were painted. 

The pictures were painted on 2.65 
by 1.26 metre .wood panels to serve 
as background for an exhibition 
marking Tel Aviv's 50tb anniversary 
in the fair grounds in 1960. After the 
two-year exhibition, they were 
stored away, apparently mistaken 


for stage props by the workers. 

For more than" 22 years the paint- . 
ings lay covered with rags in the 
storeroom, until the fair grounds' 
new director. Nahum Raz. decided 
to take a tour of the grounds- and 
came across them among props and 
tools. 

Four other paintings in the-series 
are missing, and it is not clear 
whether they were stolen, or lent or 
sold to public or private bodies. 

Painted with oil and gouache as 
well as with plaster for a three- 
dimensional texture, the paintings 
portray Jaffa in 1905: Jews immigrat- 
ing by sea: Ahuzat Bayit. the first 


Tel Avivian quarter: the first Tel 
Aviv street lamp on Sderot Roth- 
schfld: the eviction of Jews from Tel 
Aviv by the Turks and the establish-: 
ment of the Jewish battalions (Hag- 
dudim Ha'ivry'ini). 

The city's adviser. Paul Kamel,, 
said that while the paintings may be 
assessed for their financial worth, 
they are artistically invaluable.*’ 

Raz intends to restore the paint- 
ings and display them in the fen - ' 
grounds convention centre. Raz 
hopes that whoever has the four 
missing panels will return them to 
the city.

thy - and not from stolen Jewish 
money, he stressed. 

He related am attempt in 1961 by 
then chancellor Konrad Adenauer 
to get Mengele extradited from Pa- 
raguay bv holding out the prospect 
of doubling German development 
aid to that country. Nothing came of 
that plan. 

Asked about the recent move by 
West Germany raising the reward 
money -on Mengele’s head to DM1 
million (about S300.000). he said 
“Mengele can’t be bought for 
money.” 

Wiesenthal also told of a German 
professor who came to him eight 
years ago with the tale that he had 
met Mengle in Asuncion. A woman 
at the Geiroap ; dpb .there told -the 
professor that she thought Mengele 
was a great scientist, and that lie was 
working on a manuscript about his 
experiments. She offered to arrange 
a meeting between tbe professor and 
him: but Mengele did not show up.” 

“I don’t understand what all the 
fuss is about,” the woman quoted 
Mengele as saying. "All those sent to 
Auschwitz were condemned to 
death - and I saved some of them. " 

Wiesenthal said that Mengele is 
now weakened by tbe death of his 
cronies and that tire publicity of the 
Jerusalem hearings may shake his 
protectors. 

he added that there are about 
50,000 families of German origin in 
Paraguay and that up to 80 per cent 
of all business is in their hands. 
There are some 900 Jews in the 
country. "Every day there are 
threats against them. The message 
is: if Mengele is harmed, you’ll pay 
for it!” 

The number of twins and others 
on whom Mengele carried out bis 
experiments is estimated to be

approximately 1.500 individuals, of 
whom perhaps 150 to 200 survived. 

Particularly moving testimony was 
given by Ruth Eliaz, of Tel Aviv, 
who came to Auschwitz from There- 
sienstadt in December 1943. She was 
then 19fc. recently married -and 
three months pregnant. She knew 
that, at a selection, pregnant women 
‘were sent to the gas chambers and 
she tried to get a doctor among the 
Jewish prisoners to perform an abor- 
tion. but without success. 

At one selection when she was 
eight months pregnant, she asked 
younger women to stand in front of 
her and to distract Mengele’s gaze 
from her distended abdomen with 
their naked bodies. Her stratagem 
succeeded and she was included in a 
. group of women sent to Hamburg to, 
help dear the rubble left after Allied 
bombing. After a short while*,, 
however, she and another pregnant 
woman, Beate, a fellow Czechos- 
lovakian, were sent to the Ravens- 
brack concentration camp in Ger- 
many, and from there - back to 
Auschwitz. 

When Mengele saw her he fumed: 
“Where were you during my selec- 
tion: you just give birth to your child 
and then we’U see." 

Ruth Eliaz finally gave birth to a 
girl lying on the cold floor of her 
barracks. Women in the. audience 
cried as she described in an even 
voice how lying in her own filth she . 
was carried back to her cot. Mengele 
came and ordered her breast ban- - 
daged to stop her milk, because he 
wanted to see how long a newborn 
could live without nourishment. 

"I fed my baby with rags dipped in 
coffee and soup, but she became 
' thinner and thinner, and finally only 
whimpered," Eliaz said. Mengele 
came every day' to observe. 

On the seventh day, prisoner doc- 
tor Marcia Steinberg came to her 
and said: I’ll help you. Mengele 
wants your child, not you." I took the ' 
Hippocratic oath to save lives. I'll 
give you a syringe with morphine, 
give it to the baby and your life may 
be spared, so thatyou can have other 
children later on." 

Finally the young mother took the 


syringe at the doctor's urging. “Z 
murdered my own child," she said. 

When Mengele came the next 
morning he was furious and even 
looked for the little corpse on the 
pile of bodies outside the barracks. 

Eliaz survived to be liberated at a 
camp near Leipzig on April 18. 1945. 
Trekking back to Chechoslovakia, 
she found neither her husband nor 
any other member of her family.

Reagan urges ‘second 
American iwolution’ 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). - Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan has called for 
“a second American Revolution." 
saying the U.S. has resumed its role 
as leader of the free world. 

In his fourth State of the Union 
address, he spoke of renewed U.S. 
military, economic and moral 
strength , but made little reference to 
the deep spending cuts he has asked 
Americans to accept in his new 
budget. 

He addressed a joint session of 
Congress Wednesday night on his 
74th' birthday with the unbounded 
optimism that won him a landslide 
re-election last November. 

Reagan offered no new legislative 
initiatives, dealing instead with the 
unfinished business of his first four 
years in office. 

He declared that the U.S. had 
resumed its “historic role as a leader 
of the free world and champion of 

democracy." 

He pledged to seek fair and verifi- 
able arms reduction agreements with 
the Soviet Union while pushing 
ahead with his controversial “Star 
Wars" anti-missile research prog- 
ramme. 

Reagan said: “My fellow citizens. 
This nation is poised .or greatness. 
The time has come to proceed to- 
ward a great new challenge - a 
second American Revolution of 
hope and opportunity.** 

He said the past four years had 
resulted in “great and robust growth 
- in our confidence, our economy 
and our role in the world.. .Dav by 


day we are shattering accepted no- 
dons of what is possible.” 

He cited the strongest U.S. econo- 
mic growth in 34 years, the . lowest 
inflation in 17 years and falling un- 
employment. 

Opposition Democrats, in their 
reply to Reagan, promised to work 
with Republicans to reduce the 
national debt, but said the president 
must accept the blame for $200 bil- 
lion in federal budget deficits since 
he came to office. 

Political analysts agreed the 
address was vintage Reagan in style 
and substance, but Thomas O'Neill. 
Democratic Speaker of the House of 
Representatives, described it as 
“eloquent generalities." 

Reagan devoted most of his 35- 
minute speech to domestic issues, 
confining his remarks on foreign 
policy to arms control. North-South 
relations and U.S. support for free- 
dom and democracy. 

While proposing a tax simplifica- 
tion plan. Reagan renewed his call 
for two earlier proposals that would 
add to the complexity of the tax 
code: tuition tax credits for parents 
of private-school students, and spe- 
cial tax treatment for businesses that 
locate in inner cities. 

The Soviet news agency Tass 
yesterday denounced Reagan's State 
of the Union address, saying its 
message was that the U.S. sought 
superiority in arms over Moscow and 
would use raw force to impose its will 
on the world. 


U.S. cancels defence meeting 
to ‘get back’ at New Zealand 


WELLINGTON, New Zealand 
(AP). - In what was described as a 
rebuff over the Anzus dispute, the 
U.S. yesterday called off a visit by a 
group of New Zealand legislators 
who were to meet with American 
Defence officials. 

Six members of New Zealand's 
parliament who were to visit Hon- 
olulu this month with Adm. William 
Crowe, commander of the U.S. 
Pacific fleet, and other top defence 
officials, said the trip had been called 
off. 

“That is a show of pique which is 
politically very childish. Just because 
they cannot have their own way on 
this occasion,” said a committee 
member. 

The action came amid a dispute 
between New Zealand and the U.S. 
over Wellington’s refusal to admit 
the U.S. warships unless Washing- 
ton assures they are not nuclear 
armed. The’U.S.: which hsis a policy 
of refusing to give such information, 
says the ban threatens the Anzus 
defence alliance, which includes Au- 


stralia, as well as New Zealand and 
the U.S. 

Washington this week pulled out 
of the Anzus naval exercises, and 
U.S. officials have indicated that 
retaliatory action may follow. 

In Washington, visiting Austra- 
lian Prime Minister Robert Hawke 
was to assure U.S. President Reagan 
at a meeting yesterday that Australia 
remains committed to its American 
security ties despite its refusal to 
help the U.S. monitor MX missile 
tests. 

The MX issue involves a Pentagon 
plan to fire the missile into 'the 
Tasman Sea east of Australia. On 
the eve of Hawke's meeting 
Wednesday with U.S. Secretary of 
State George Shultz, Australia dis- 
closed it will not allow the U.S. to 
use Australian territory to monitor 
the test. 

Shultz; heading off a rift with 
Australia, said after meeting Hawke 
that the missile tests will go ahead 
wichou't'that country's help.

‘Monopoly’ keeps on passing ‘Go’ 


SALEM. Massachusetts (AP). - 
Monopoly, a board game dismissed 
as a fad when it first roiled off the 
presses here, celebrated its 50th 
birthday this week, its devotees still 
wheeling, dealing, and going directly 
to jail. 

“Other games come and go. but 
Monopoly seems to have a life of its 
own," Parker Brothers president 
Richard Stearns said Wednesday. 
"People never get tired of that 
chance to get tremendously wealthy. 
Monopoly symbolizes the American 
dream of rags to riches." 

Parker Brothers threw’ a celebra- 
tion for Monopoly on Wednesday, 
with executives and assembly line 
workers -singing Happy Birthday as 
the conveyor belt churned out de- 
luxe $35 commemorative editions of 
the real-estate speculation game. 


It was devised in 1933 by the late 
Charles Darrow. an unemployed 
heating engineer who named the 
streets after those in Atlantic Citv. 
New Jersey, where he spent his vaca- 
tions. 

Randolph Barton, the grandson of 
former company president George 
Parker, raised a toast to the game 
that has sold 90 million sets In 19 
languages, from Braille to Catalan, 
the dialect of the Balearic Islands. 

Barton read a memo from his 
grandfather dated 1936. which pre- 
dicted an "early slump" in Monopo- 
ly sales and ordered the plant to stop 
production. But Depression- weary 
Americans fell in love with the game 
that let them become real-estate ty- 
coons awash in play money, and the 
rest is historv. 


22 killed in Italian building collapse 


CASTELLANETA. Italy (AP). - 
At least 22 persons were killed and 
about 16 others were feared dead 
yesterday when most of a six-storey 
apartment building collapsed, civil 
defence officials reported. 

Civil Protection Minister Giusep- 
pe Zaraberletti said “about 16” 
other residents of the building were 
still buried in the pile of concrete. 

“Unfortunately. I don't think 
there's any hope of finding them 
alive.” he told reporters after being 
briefed by rescue officials. 

Police and firemen had rescued 1 1 
people from the rubble, nine of them 
Injured. 


“The search is getting more diffi- 
cult. but we continue to do every- 
thing w-e can." said a spokeswoman 
for the ministry. 

Police in this town at the heel of 
the Italian boot said a section of the 
building collapsed “like a card cas- 
tle" at 0315 GMT while most of its 
estimated 90 residents were asleep. 

There was no immediate official 
report on what caused the collapse of 
the 30-year-old structure. The build- 
ing's residents were quoted by Ita- 
lian news agencies as saying the 
building's foundations had been 
weakened by water infiltration. 


Chernenko reported hack at work in politburo 


MOSCOW (Reuter). - Soviet Presi- 
dent Konstantin Chernenko 
attended a politburo meeting yester- 
day, Tass new agency said last night 
in the first official statement that the 
ailing leader had resumed his duties. 

Tass said Chernenko had addres- 
sed the politburo meeting on agri- 


cultural topics. 

Chernenko was last seen in public 
on December 27 at a medal- 
awarding ceremony in the Kremlin. 
His absence since then caused re- 
newed concern about his health and 
Soviet officials made no secret of the 
fact that he was ill. 


Sinatra-style singer Matt Monro dies 


LONDON (Reuter). - British singer 
Matt Monro, a former London bus 
driver who rose to international 
fame with a voice likened to that of 
Frank Sinatra, died yesterday aged 
54. Monro had been treated for 
cancer at London's private Crom- 
well Hospital. 

Bom Terr)' Parsons in London's 


East End, he drove a bus and work- 
ed as a labourer before his relaxed 
style brought him fame in the 1960s 
with hits such as Bom free. From 
Russia with love and Portrait of my 
love. 

In the 1960s he was a bigger star 
outside Britain, which was in the grip - 
of the Beatles.

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On eve of return from exile 

Korean opposition head 
warns gov’t of violence 


TOKYO (AP). - South Korean 
opposition leader Kim Dae- Jung, on 
the eve of his return to his homeland 
after two years exile in the U.S.. 
appealed to the Korean government 
yesterday for dialogue and warned 
of a ''serious aftermath” if what he 
called political repression continues. 

“I strongly hope that my return to 
Korea will not result in social chaos 
but will result in stability.” the 59- 
year-old dissident told a news con- 
ference at a hotel near Tokyo's Nari- 
ta airport. 

Kim. accompanied by 37 suppor- 
ters. including two U.S. congress- 
men. arrived at Narita yesterday 
evening for a one-night stopover 
after a flight from Washington. He 
returns to Seoul this morning to 
work for democratic reform and give 
his backing to a newly formed 
opposition party in the February 12 
National Assembly elections. 

There was tight security at Narita 
Airport and only six Japanese 
Christian supporters were allowed to 
greet him as he walked down a 
service stairway from the airplane. 


He was whisked away in a hotel bus. 

The Korean government has 
stated that Kim will not rerum to 
jail, where he still faces 17V; years of 
a 20-year prison term ordered in 
1 9S0 on sedition charges. 

But it has suggested that Kim will 
be placed under house arrest and will 
continue to be banned from partici- 
pating in political activities. 

“I have proposed a dialogue with 
[Korean President] Chun Doo- 
Hwan." Kim said. “If he is reaiiv 
sincere then we are ready to cooper- 
ate in bringing stability to Korea." 

But Kim also warned that “we are 
not begging for dialogue" and that 
“we must fight" if the Chun govern- 
ment continues to suppress its oppo- 
nents. 

In Korea, spokesmen for the New 
Korean Democratic Party which 
Kim endorses said more than 20 of 
its members, including prominent 
dissident Kim Young-Sam. are 
under house arrest and that the gov- 
ernment is trying to prevent people 
from welcoming Kim upon- his return 
todav. 



UK coal pit foremen urge 
talks to end miners’ strike 


SHEFFIELD (Reuter). - Pit fore- 
men with the power to shut down 
Britain's coal industry yesterday 
threw their weight behind striking 
miners in a joint call for immediate 
talks to end the 47-week-old miners' 
strike. 

In a statement issued amid signs 
that the miners could end their strike 
without a settlement, the two unions 
urged the state-run National Coal 
Board immediately to resume talks 
without preconditions. 

The board has insisted that there 
can be no new talks with the Nation- 
al Union of Mineworkeis (NUM) 
unless it aerees beforehand in writ- 


ing that it is prepared to discuss 
closing pits on economic grounds. 

The' pit supervisors, whose pre- 
sence is necessary for the mines to 
operate legally, have never joined 
the NUM in its strike. 

The Supervisors' LTnion. Nacods. 
called off a planned strike in October 
when the board agreed to submit 
proposals for pit closures to indepen- 
dent review. 

At yesterday’s meeting, the first 
between the unions' leaders since 
October Nacods said the conditions 
demanded of the NUM by the board 
would negate the agreement reached 
at that time. 


78 killed in battle with Sudan rebels 


KHARTOUM (AP). - Sudanese 
government troops battled southern 
rebels who attacked two villages 
near the Ethiopian border and 78 
people were killed in the fighting, an 
official source at military headquar- 
ters said in a statement carried 
yesterday by the official Sudan news 
agency. 

The source, who was not named, 
said the rebels attacked the villages 
of Malwal and Ajiko with machine 
guns on Tuesday. The two villages 
are located in the Upper Nile pro- 
vince close to the southeastern bor- 
der with Ethiopias. ,. A , „ ... / 


The source said the attack was 
made because the villagers, from the 
Nuer tribe, “refused to collaborate" 
with the rebels. 

“With army assistance, the villa- 
gen managed to force the outlaws to 
throw their weapons in the A kobo 
River and flee.” he said. 

He said 60 rebels. 17 civilians and 
one government soldier were killed 
in the battle. Four government sol- 
diers and an unspecified number of 
civilians were injured.

Feuding kids discover Mom died year ago 


DULUTH. Minnesota (AP). - A 
brother and sister who feuded for 
years did not know their 80-year-old 
mother had died until they asked 
each other where she was. Her body 
was found in her living room, where 
it had been decomposing for a year. 

“It sounds dumb, but that's what 
happened." said Ken Evenson. the 
son-in-law of Blanche Hansen, who 
was found Wednesday in her locked 
and dilapidated bungalow. 

Neighbours said they thought 
Hansen, a widow who cursed "like a 
lumberjack" and often shooed visi- 
tors away with a broom, had moved. 

Evenson said the lack of contact 
between Blanche Hansen and her 


children, Carol Evenson and Robert 
Hansen, both of whom live in the 
area, caused a mix up as to who was 
taking care of her. 

The ^silence was broken after 
brother and sister got together Mon- 
day night to settle the estate of their 
mother's brother. 

Evenson said that when the chil- 
dren ended their feud, “He (Robert 
Hansen) asked, ‘So, where are you 
keeping Mom?' and we said, ‘We 
thought you were taking care of 
her.’" 

Evenson said his wife and her 
brother had avoided one another 
since an argument years ago involv- 
ing the family’s lake cabin. 


Muriel Buttinger, anti-fascist, dies at 83 


PRINCETON. New Jersey (AP). - 
Muriel Gardiner Buttinger, an au- 
thor and psychiatrist who was active 
in the anti-fascist movement in Au- 
stria during the 1930s. died Wednes- 
day. She wasr$3. 

Many people believe she was the 
model for Julia, the character in 
Lillian Heilman's book Pentimento. 
although the writer denied that be- 
fore her death. A film titled Julia 
starred Jane Fonda and Vanessa 
Redgrave. 

Like Julia, she was a wealthy 
American who studied ar Oxford 
and the University of Vienna medic- 
al school and was involved in the 
anti-Nazi resistance in the 1930s. 


She later married Joseph Buttin- 
ger. leader of the Austrian Revolu- 
tionary Socialists, and offered her 
home to fleeing dissidents, provided 
them with affidavits and transported 
false passports taped to her body for 
those leaving Austria, according to 
her book. Code Name 'Mary' — one 
of several she wrote .

Ff proper priorities 
are not set, I 
fear the worst...

• Indeed, the former military gov- 
ernor of the West Bank seems to be 
. more apprehensive about what he 
calls “an explosive situation" in the 
jfoorer neighbourhoods of Israel’s 
mam urban centres and develop- 
ment towns than in the two or possi- 
$e three terrorist units he believes 
to be operating throughout the West 
Bank. 

Of the former he says: “If proper 
'priorities are not set, I fear the 
Vjret. Believe, me, I know. I've seen 
.Restocks of Molotov cocktails being 
< 4 id up. It’s explosive material in the 
'metaphorical as well as the literal 
sense.” 

1 Hence his advocacy of cuts in 
-'defence spending in favour of educa- 
. tion and social- budgets. Otherwise, 
Be fears that right-wing demagogues 
could make capital out of worsening 
5odaJ conditions. 

- -Ben-Eliezer fervently backs Prime 
Mmis ter Shimon Peres’ determina- 
te prevent the settlers from taking 
-the law into their own hands. 

*- “They always go to extremes," he 
;says. “They always have a set formu- 
la - expulsions of Arabs and new 
'settlements of Jews. I keep telling 
those Gush Em uni m people that 
tbeir extremism is counter- 
productive and will only cut the 
tN ground from under their own feet." 

He argues that contrary to the 
settlers' daims. there has not been 
any escalation in terrorist inddents, 
“nor is there any new ideological 
’drive against us. 1 urge everyone to 
'trust the security services and the 
IDF to deal with them. I have been, 
arid remain, an advocate of tough 
'punitive measures. But there’s no 
connection between that and finding 
a political solution. 

“What is paramount is that every- 
one is assured secure passage 
throughout the area. The victims of 
'such disturbances of the peace are 
tHe majority of the inhabitants of the 
West Bank. We have to see the 
situation in its proper perspective, 
without artificially induced hysterics 
jjfor obvious political purposes.” 
r\A.bove all. he believes that Israel 
must do its utmost to ensure peaceful 
co-existence in the territories. 

' But what if Rabbi Levinger and 
Kahane activities disrupt such a dia- 
logue as a matter of ideology? 
-“Then the government must inter- 
. vene to show that it is in charge. 
Those agitators must be curbed,” he 
replied. 

TAT-ALUF (RES.) Binyamin Ben- 
Eliezer was bom 48 years ago in 
Basra as Fuad Elazar (and is- still = 
known to everybody as Fuad) .‘‘After • 
a; tortuous journey from Iraq with a 
‘group of other “iDega]” immigrants 
of bis own age in 1949, he was sent to 
Kibbutz Merhavia. Despite the fact 


that his parents and sisters arrived 
here two years later, he remained at 
the kibbutz until be was 17, when be 
left to help his family, until he was 
called up for military service. 

He derided to make the army his 
career, and soon made a name for 
himself in the elite Gedud Shaked 
commando unit. In 1970 he was sent 
to Singapore as part of Israel's milit- 
ary assistance programme, setting 
up its military staff and defence 
college. 

Ir was not long after the Yom 
Kippur War, m which he was a 
deputy brigade commander on the 
Suez front, that Ben-Eliezer became 
the first Israeli officer to visit Beirut 
quietly when the liaison with the 
Phalange started. When he was post- 
ed to Nonhem Command he moved 
his family (he has five children from 
two marriges) to the border kibbutz, 
Sasa. 

As a brigade commander, he was 
in charge of the erection of the 
"Good Fence.” He was also re- 
sponsible for “discovering” the late 
Major Haddad. He was Israeli com- 
mander of the southern Lebanon 
front; l ea v i n g terstudy at the Nation- - 
al Defence College; and-ended his 
27-year army career at the close of 
his three-year stint as military gov- 


ernor of the West Bank in 1983. 
After a stint as secretary-general of 
the Tami party, he was 

called back by Defence Minister 
Mosbe Arens in 1983 as over-all 
coordinator of the administration of 
the territories. That job lasted until 
the 1984 elections, when he quit to 
run as No. 2 on Ezer Weizman’s 
Yahad list. 

IT CAN be seen that Ben-Eliezer 
brings to his duties as a member of 
the Knesset Foreign Affairs and De- 
fence Committee a considerable 
measure of expertise on the Leba- 
non issue. 

“Partisan politics should not play 
any role in the committee's delibera- 
tions.” he says. “We should all have 
learned from the lesson of Lebanon 
and become disabused of any illu- 
sions about the people there of all 
communities. In short the sooner we 
get out of there the better. 

“True, we got rid of the PLO 
infrastructure, but in its' stead we 
have raised the spectre of the Shi’ite 
terror, which could become an even 
greater threat to our northern bor- 
der. We must leam that whoever, 
■thinks he-kftows for sure what lies 
ahead in Lebanon is heading for 1 
disillusionment. I am against' any 
agreement on security arrangements 


that might tie our hands in ensuring 
our own security arrangements. 
There's nothing ideological here, 
only how best to ensure The security 
of our northern border. 

“Our choice in Souih Lebanon is 
only between bad and worse. I re- 
main opposed to withdrawal in 
stages: we should pull out im- 
mediately. Each extra day we re- 
main there is inviting trouble. There 
is no factor there we can rely on. Nor 
can we look to Unifil as a reliable 
bulwark against terrorism... 

“We have ro take the long view, 
and think in terms that eventually 
the Lebanese kaleidoscope will 
swing again, the Syrians will become 
the patrons of the Christians and the 
Druse, with the Shiites finding 
themselves at odds with Damascus, 
which will never tolerate their plan 
for a Shi’ite republic. Then we may 
see the Shiites in Southern Lebanon 
turning to us as allies.” 

WHEN HE discusses the future of 
the West Bank. Ben-Eliezer shows 
himself to be a fervent advocate of 
a condominium nxn by Israel and 
Jordan.’ the' latter in charge of- all 
-home affairs, the former in charge of 
externa) and'defence matters, with 
corridors to the settlements. As an 
immediate and transitory measure 


he would urge the national unity 
‘government to implement the 
autonomy scheme, to which the 
Likud could hardly object, esperial- 
Iv as it was agreed upon by 
Menachem Begin at Camp David. 

In Ben-Eliezer’s opinion. King 
Hussein was in a much happier situa- 
tion now than for many a year, 
enjoying a broader margin of man- 
euver than for a long time. This was 
the result of a combination of rir- 
cumstances. including the Peres gov- 
ernment in Israel, the endless war 
between Iran and Iraq, and the de- 
pendence of the PLO on Jordan. 
The king’s leverage had increased, 
as indicated by his arms purchases in 
Moscow. 

In addition. Hussein, was going all 
out in his struggle with Syrian Presi- 
dent Assad as to who would control 
the PLO. What both rulers shared 
was a firm resolve to foil any design 
leading to the formation of an inde- 
pendent Palestinian state. 

Yet. said Ben-Eliezer. the Hashe- 
mite monarch had shown bv his lack 
of initiative that he is no Sadat. • 
■and had *o far never displayed any 
desire to be forthcoming - certainly' 1 
not on the sub ject of Jerusalem, and 
had even rejected the minimal prop- 


osals entailed in the Alien plan. 

In talking about the weakness of 
the PLO as revealed at the recent 
session of the Palestine National 
Council in Amman, Ben-Eliezer 
conceded that it was an achievement 
for Arafat to have actually convened 
the PNC. but that was all] "We have 
seen that Arafat is not much more 
than a manipulator, and certainly he 
is no revolutionary, incapable of 
posing any political challenge to 
Israel. That was clear the moment 
the PNC closed with its call for 
continuing the armed struggle." 

He did not believe that the Amer- 
icans would let things stand still. On 
his oficial visit to Washington he had 
found Secretary of State George 
Shultz “a very clever man. who 
knows how to read the situation 
here.” Hence his own advice to 
Prime Minister Peres that Israel’s 
economic dependence on the U.S. 
could mean increased political press- 
ures during 1985. and his conclusion 
that Israel must launch its own initia- 
tive. 

There was passion in his voice as 
he declared: “We must stop this 
tragic policy of saying no to any ideas 
offered by the U.S. or new move- 
ments emanating from among the 
Arabs. We must initiate our own 
plan... first we should revive the 
autonomy scheme as an interim 
programme. After all. the interests 
of Israel and Jordan ' converge in 
avoiding the emergence of a Palesti- 
nian state." 

IT WAS UNDER Ben-Bliezer's 
govemship of the West Bank that 
then Hebron mayor, the late Fahd 
Kawasme and other mayors were 
expelled to Jordan. With the benefit 
of hindsight, was the deportation a 
correct move? 

He explained that by their militan- 
cy. Kawasme and the others had left 
him no choice. The final straw was 
the murder of eight Israelis at Beit 
Hadassah in the heart of Hebron. 

Ben-Eliezer confesses to having 
entertained an ambivalent attitude 
towards the assassinated former 
mayor. 

“I doubt whether there was a 
wiser leader among his people at his 
level. I used to hold long conversa- 
tions with him. He was a fascinating 
character. His influence extended 
far beyond the boundaries of Heb- 
ron. He had no illusions about the 
PLO leadership and no delusions 
about what they would do to him and 
the other mayors if they ever took 
control. 

“I used to advise him that a real 
leader must grab his historic oppor- 
tunity not only by winning the 
plaudits of the masses, but that as 
pact of an elite he should take the 
lead in moving his people towards 
peaceful co-existence with Israel. 

. “Kawasme then told me; '.You’re 
asking me. to- jump into a powder 
keg. If I should, even murmur. my 
approval of the Camp David formula 
there's a mayor in a neighbouring 
town who has a bank of professional 


assassins, and he'll send them to kill 
me.' 

"So I advised him to concentrate 
on the affairs of his town and to 
refrain from getting drawn into mili- 
tancy and ultra-nationalist agitation. 
I told him that he should canvass 
support for the autonomy scheme. 
But he said he must do what he hud 
to do. So l warned Kawasme 'I fear 
for you. I fear that you are signing 
vour own deaih warrant among that 
lot ” 

Why was he liquidated? 

“To the best of my know ledge he 
died because he was too diligent. 
After he was appointed head of the 
PLO’s department for the territor- 
ies. he discovered the tremendous 
corruption among the people there. 
After all. it’s the channel for hand- 
ling millions and lots of money have 
stuck to too manv people’s hands in 
the PLO. 

“Hi> widow and former Halhoul 
mayor Mohammed Mil hem told a 
Kuwaiti newspaper that Kawasme 
stirred up a hornet’s nest after un- 
covering what he did. The most 
significant fact of all is that the 
names of the assassins have not been 
published." 

BEN-ELIEZER concurs with Weiz- 
man on the need for a fresh approach 
to Israel's Arab community. 

“After 37 years of statehood, we 
can’t continue as we . have been 
doing. Ben-Gurion's notion of let- 
ting things hang so that they'd work 
themselves out just won't work any 
longer. I fear a possible confluence 
of militancy among Israeli Arabs and 
extremism among the Arabs of the 
territories. Then we’ll see an earth- 
quake! 

“Of course. I don’t expect Israeli 
Arabs to join the World Zionist 
Organization, but I do expect them 
to be loyal, law -abiding citizens. But 
we have to give them the feeling that 
they are equal citizens. That’s why 
keeping on a special official for Arab 
community affairs in the Prime 
Minister's Office was more than an 
anomaly, it was a disgrace. We are 
dealing with a new rebellious gen- 
eration. and we need ne^v instru- 
ments and new ideas to tackle this 
new situation.” 

He confirms his reported flirtation 
with the Likud shortly before Weiz- 
man took Yahad into the alliance 
with Labour. One is left with the 
feeling that, despite his clear-cut 
views on major policy issues, he is 
still seeking his permanent place on 
the political map. 

In his view. Israel "is faced by a 
transitional period in politics with 
new combinations just across the 
horizon. At present, the gap in the 
Likud between Ariel Sharon and 
David Levy is as wide as that in 
Labour between Arye Nehamkin 
and Aharon Harel. So we’ll soon see 
some realignments on the political 
map." , 

I was left with the distinct impress- 
ion that Fuad may yet move in 
another political direction. 


COOL TOWARDS 
CAIRO

' ISRAEL is not alone in currently 
going through a rather rough period 
in its relationship with Egypt. U.S. 
relations with Egypt are not exactly 
wonderful right now either. 

Egypt's overall image in Washing- 
ton has seriously deteriorated since 
the assassination of President Anwar 
Sadat and the rise to power of his 
successor, Hosni Mubarak. There is 
widespread disappointment among 
Reagan Administration officials as 
T well as many influential members of 
Congress in Mubarak's policies to- 
ward the United States. Israel and 
.other countries. 

''This increasingly angry mood is 
likely to be conveyed quite sternly to 
Mubarak during his talks in 
Washington next month. 

Reagan Administration officials 
are dearly becoming irritated with 
Mubarak’s attitude. They charge 
that he has been less than forthcom- 
ing in responding to the impressive 
ILS. economic, military and politic- 
al support for Egypt in recent years. 

. ; After dragging His feet for many 
. months, the Egyptian leader has 
finally stopped cooperating with the 
: United States in longstanding plans 
to build major naval facilities at Ras 
Banas in the Gulf of Suez. That joint 
project, which has now finally been 
-dropped altogether, was once warm- 
7'Iy promoted by Sadat as a reflection 
: :of Egypt’s dose assodation with and 
: . support for an expanded U.S.milit- 
”ary presence in the region. 

Even earlier. Mubarak had in- 
formed Washington that there was 
to desire in Egypt to go ahead with 
construction of U.S. radio trans- 
”7 Timers for use by the Voice of 
America, Radio Free Europe and 


Radio Liberty. That is one reason 
why the Americans have turned to 
Israel with the request. 

Simultaneously, Mubarak has 
been steadily wanning up Egypt’s 
relations with the Soviet Union - a 
development not exactly welcomed 
by the Cold Warriors in the Reagan 
Administration. 

As a result. U.S. plans to see 
Egypt emerge as a major U.S. 
strategic asset in the Middle East are 
today history. No one even talks 
about it any more. 

THAT DOES not mean to suggest 
that Mubarak wants to see an actual 
rupture •with the Americans. Abso- 
lutely not. But just as he is walking a 
delicate tightrope in baiandng his 
officially 'cool relationship with 
Israel with his apparently over- 
riding desire to regain admission into 
the bigger Arab fold, so. too. is he 
seeking some middle ground be- 
tween Washington and Moscow. 

The Egyptians, it is recognized in 
Washington, remain very anxious 
to continue to receive large-scale 
U.S. economic and military assist- 
ance, including the latest state-of- 
the-art military technology. The 
Egyptian military has grown accus- 
tomed to U.S. hardware and train- 
ing. They prefer American-made jet 
fighters and missiles to those of the 
Soviet Union. 

Mubarak, moreoever, has already 
announced that he will be pressing 
for hefty’ economic aid increases 
when he comes to Washington. He 
wants parity with Israel . on that 
front. 

But the way he has been behaving, 
U.S. officials made dear during a 


series of interviews in recent days, be 
is not going to get his way. The 
Egyptian leader, indeed, will have 
his work cut out for him in patching 
up ties with the senior echelon of the 
Reagan Administration. 

There is an even more ugly mood 
developing on Capitol Hill where 
lawmakers are gearing up for some 
extremely tough questions regarding 
President Reagan's approximately 
$2.3 billion combined economic and 
military aid proposal for Egypt in the 
just-announced 1986 fiscal year 
budget. 

According to several well-placed 
Congressional sources, the Egyp- 
tians will have a very difficult time 
merely seeing that proposal enacted 
- let alone winning any additional 
assistance. The only way the Egyp- 
tians might ease their problems in 
Congress, these sources said, would 
be by quickly and demonstratively 
wanning up relations with Israel, 
beginning with the return of the 
Egyptian ambassador to Tel Aviv. 

The Egyptian Embassy has again 
retained the services of a high- 
priced Washington lobbying and 
public relations consulting firm to 
•help in better packaging its case to 


Congress, the Administration, the 
news media and the American pub- 
lic. But a constant and very’ serious 
problem for the Egyptians is that 
what their American consultants are 
advising them to say to Congress is 
not the same message which Mubar- 
ak and his advisers in Cairo want to 
project to the Arab world. 

THE EGYPTIANS were deeply 
embarrassed last month, for exam- 
ple. when 77/e New York Times 
published some excerpts from the 
confidential Egyptian aid request 
presented to the Slate Department 
in December. That document, which 
was not supposed to be made public, 
had been worked on by the Egyptian 
Embassy's Washington consultants. 
It underscored Egypt’s reliability as 
an American ally- a theme Mubarak 
is not exactly promoting right now. 

In recent weeks. Secretary of 
State George Shultz has privately 
expressed his lingering anger at 
Mubarak for failing to live up to 
what Sbuitz understood was a clear- 
cut pledge last year to send the 
ambassador back to Israel. Whether 
Mubarak actually made such a 
promise to Shultz is moot right now; 


Shultz is absolutely convinced that 
Mubarak failed to live up to his 
word, and can not really be trusted. 

President Reagan, White House 
officials said, is also still angry at 
Mubarak for having lectured to him 
publicly about the need for the U.S. 
to recognize the PLO and Yasser 
Arafat. That occurred during 
Mubarak's last visit to Washington, 
a year ago. when he came together 
with Jordan’s King Hussein. At a 
farewell ceremony in the East Room 
of the White House. Mubarak sur- 
prised Reagan andoth ;r senior U.S. 
policymakers by takim up the man- 
tle of the PLO. Reagan was dear- 
ly angry: his political aides even 
more so. 

As seen rrom Washington, Egypt 
has greatly benefited from the peace 
process with Israel. Sure, the Amer- 
icans point out, Egypt was quickly 
isolated in much of the Arab world, 
and lost considerable finandal assist- 
ance from Saudi Arabia. But the 
benefits for Egypt, they insist, have 
more than made up for those losses. 

Egypt, after all, has managed to 
open the Suez Canal - a source 
of considerable foreign currency ev- 
ery year.

It has emerged as a net oil export- 
ing nation, thanks to the return of 
the Abu Rodeis oilfields and the 
even more lucrative ones in the Gulf 
of Suez. 

Tourism to Egypt has dramatically 
increased in the aftermath of the 
Camp David Accords with Israel - 
another source of income for Egypt’s 
troubled economy. Joint Israeli- 
Egyptian tourist packages have 
emerged as a vital foundation of the 
Egyptian tourist industry. 

There is also the matter of direct 
U.S. foreign assistance. No one in 
Washington believes that Egypt 
would receive such massive annual 
U.S. grams if it had not signed a 
peace pact with Israel. After Israel. 
Egypt is America's second-largest 
annual foreign aid recipient. It prob- 
ably would receive something in the 
neighbourhood of the $125 million 
dollars in aid slated for Jordan in the 
1986 budget - instead of the more 
than $2.3 billion level recommended 
by Reagan - without the peace treaty 
with Israel. 

Thus. Egypt can clearly thank 
Israel for receiving so much U.S. 
assistance. 


But Israel and its supporters in 
Washington- especially in the politi- 
cally influential Jewish community 
and Congress - are becoming in- 
creasingly upset at Egypt. They have 
repeatedly conveyed this message 
privately to Mubarak in recent 
weeks. 

That helps to explain why the 
pro-Israeli community in Washing- 
ton was pleased when they read 
Prime Minister Shimon Peres’s open 
blast against Egypr on the front-page 
of The New York Ti/nes this past 
week. Mubarak’s tough response the 
next day - in which he accused Israel 
of being too inflexible in withdraw- 
ing from Lebanon and on other 
issues - merely irritated people in 
Washington further. 

There is a clear-cut sense in 
Washington these days - on the eve 
of the Mubarak visit - that U.S.* 
Egyptian and Israeli-Egyptian rela- 
tions are at a potential turning point. 
Either they will significantly im- 
prove in the coming weeks or they 
will worsen, potentially creating the 
climate for a real crisis.

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Charing needles

ILLNESS. ACCORDING to the 
Chinese system of acupuncture, is 
basically a disturbance in the balance 
of body energy. This ^disturbance 
“»y be caused by such external 
factors as excessive cold or heat, or 
internal factors such as excessive 
emotional stress or even poor nutri- 
tion. Re-balance of the body’s ener- 
gy system, they believe, will result in 
the alleviation or disappearance of 
undesirable symptoms. 

Acupuncture, or the stimulation 
of designated (joints on the skin by 
the insertion of needles (sometimes 
in conjunction with heat and mas- 
sage). is an undent form of therapy, 
first developed in China during the 
second millennium BCE. Intro- 
duced to the West in the 17th century 
by Jesuit missionaries sent to China*, 
it was barely understood until the 
1940s. when numerous publica- 
tions by French diplomat Soulie de 
Morant cave Western physidans the 
first baste guide For its application. 

Today acupuncture is an integral 
part of the Chinese medical system. 
Treatment is also available in Israel, 
though recent regulations by the 
Ministry of Health stipulate’ that 
practitioners must work alongside 
certified physicians. While some 
acupuncturists are physicians, some 
who are not continue to practise and 
protest. 

The concept of energy in acupunc- 
ture. as in other Chinese and 
Japanese philosophies, is based on 
the yin-yang principle. Yin and yang 
represent diametrically opposing 
forces, each existing relative to the 
other, and neither able to exist with- 
out the other in dynamic interaction. 

Yin is considered to represent 
feminine, cold. dark, and passive 
energy forces. The imbalance in the 
yin-yang energy Is seen as the root of 
iilncss. 

Energy moves in the body by way 
of meridians - the lines that can be 
drawn linking a series of points 
assodated with a particular organ. 
Bio-rhythms, or the internal “biolo- 
gical clock" that regulates the body's 
functioning in relation to solar and 
lunar time measurement also affect 
energy fluctuation, and are analysed 
bv practitioners before treatment. 
Esoteric though it mav sound, the 


concept of bio-rhythms is now 
accepted by western physiologists in 
understanding patterns of emotion 
and health. 

The process of diagnosis consists 
of recognizing which meridians are 
involved in the excess or depletion of 
enemy fluctuation, and identifying 
the energy as yin or yang. Methods 
include checking pulses throughout 
the body, observation of general 
appearance and voice of the patient, 
and abdominal palpations. 

The burning of moxa. or small 
cones of wormwood on the acupunc- 
ture points is sometimes used as a 
supplement or substitute for needle 
therapy. The heat of moxa has a 
penetrating effect, and is particular- 
ly successful in cases of muscular 
pain. Massage of acupuncture 
points, sometimes called acupres- 
sure or Shiatsu, has a similar effect. 

Jn some cases, an immediate im- 
provement is evident after the first 
treatment, though occasionally 
there is an aggravation of symptoms 
first, followed by alleviation. Acu- 
puncture is ineffective however, fol- 
lowing x-ray. pain-killer, or tranquil- 
lizer treatment because they modify 
the normal rhythm of energy in the 
body. 

While’ the earliest needles used 
were made of fish bones, bamboo 
splinters and pointed stones, today's 
versions are found in silver, gold or 
stainless steel. The shape, diameter, 
metal and length of needle vary with 
type of treatment. 

Headaches, cramps and muscular 
pains generally respond well to acu- 
puncture. and many people admit to 
weight loss or the ability to quit 
smoking with the aid of one or more 
treatments. 

In various countries around the 
world, it is also used in cases of 
diarrhea, kidney or gall bladder dys- 
function and nervous disorders. The 
results with arthritics and diabetics 
has proved inconsistent, and in cases 
of cancer and Parkinson's disease 
practitioners can provide only symp- 
tomatic relief. 

Acupressure, or Shiatsu, is also 
practised by physiotherapists and 
masseurs, who use it primarily in the 
treatment of backaches, muscular 
pains and cramps.

MOSCOW MAY beckon, but one 
doesn’t have to go. Prof. Henry 
Kissinger thinks that the invitation 
the Soviets have extended to the 
president of the World Jewish Con-’ 
gress. P-Hgat* Bronfman, should have 
been turned down. 

Dr. K's views came to me via 
world Wizo president Raya Jaglom 

in a phone conversation from Gene- 
va. She flew there from Vienna, 
where her neighbour at a dinner 
party had been the former U.S. 
secretary of state. He told her: "I 
think that Bronfman should not go 
to Moscow at this juncture. He will 
get nothing of significance out of the 
Sovier authorities. If anything, it'll 
be only symbolic. AH his visit will 
produce will be increased pressure 
on the U.S. Administration to make 
concessions to Moscow." Kissinger 
also said he would tell Bronfman so 
himself when he returns to New 
York. 

However the WJC head already- 
heard similar advice in Vienna from 
WZO/Jewish Agency chaiman Arye 
D ili yin . On his return from Austria. 
Dutzin reported. “I told Bronfman 
don't go unless you know exactly 
whom you’re going to meet and what 
your agenda will be.” He recalled 
that two years ago the WJC presi- 
dent had cancelled his departure for 
Moscow after a fruitless scouting trip 
by WJC Executive director Israel 
Singer. Many people are asking 
whether Bronfman's going to the 
Kremlin would be a worthwhile mis- 
sion or an ego trip. 

Henry K. had more to say. The 
WJC was having a conference in 
Vienna last week. It should have 
pulled out of the Austrian capital im- 
mediately. Henry told Raya, the 
moment Austrian Defence Minister 
Frie d ham Frischenschlager gave a 
red-carpet welcome to Nazi war cri- 
minal Walter Reder. Indeed the feis- 
ty woman Zionist leader argued for a 
pull-out at the beginning of the WJC 
sessions. She was astonished to hear 
how Israel Singer dismissed the Re- 
der affair in his report, saying it 
would not be on the agenda, but 
rather the disposal of plundered 
Jewish art collections in Austrian 
government hands. 

Jaglom urged the entire confab to 
be removed to another country. She 
enjoyed support from Anglo-Jewish 
leader GreviUe Janner MP. who is 
head of the European section of the 
WJC. At the formal opening cere- 
mony Bronfman did make a strong 
statement on the subject, listened to 
closely by Austrian Chancellor Fred 
Sinowatz, who termed the official 
welcome of Reder "a political mis- 
take." This brought Dulzin. the next 
speaker, to blast the Austrians: "We 
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Invitation from Moscow 


cannot accept your statement. It was 
not just a political mistake, but a slap 
in the face to ail Nazi victims and to 
the Jewish people. I would ask for 
the minister's resignation.” 

Dulzin related that while the 
American and Israeli delegates came 
up to him to applaud his firm stand, 
the Austrian Jews were fearful of the 
government’s reaction. According 
To Jaglom. Bronfman, having earlier 
claimed. “We cannot interfere in 
Austrian internal affairs." under 
pressure agreed that the congress 
would quit Vienna should no formal 
apology’ be offered. The next day the 
Chancellor issued his official regrets, 
and Bronfman said the marter was 
closed. 

When I asked Dulzin how the 
WJC could convene in a country 
where neo-Nazism flourishes, he ex- 
plained that the venue permitted 
small Jewish delegations to come 
from Czechoslovakia. Rumania and 
even East Germany. The opening 
ceremony was attended by 20 
ambassadors, including those of Po- 
land. Hungary and Egypt.

When I opened the door a 
Tack to determine the situation, it 
vas pushed wide open and nine men 
wrst into the hallway of our apart- 
ment. One seized me and threw me 
mo the room. My repeated requests 
*at they declare the purpose of their 
bit and show their credentials went 

in answered. 

One of the visitors, a detective 
ailed Poloomordvinov from the re- 
ional police station, presented a 
earch warrant. It did not specify the 
eason for the search, but was com- 
■rised simply of numbers. The de- 
active declared that he would take 
harge of the search, and the others 
.ould assist him. When I asked what 
-'e was looking for, he answered that 
lie was not sure, and did not know 
exactly! He suggested that I hand 
•ver everything I had illegally ac- 
qired and anything that might serve 
^•■anti-social” objectives, 
‘oloomordvinov then sat down at 
he table and began to till out the 
Protocol forms, first expelling my 
arents, who had come for a visit. 

-» My mother had her identification 
Vatd and train ticket for the midnight 
*ain with her. but another local 
* .elective and the uniformed police- 
man demanded that my parents 
ccompany them to the police sta- 
on for identification. My parents 
id not object to this illegal request 
frer being warned that if they did, 
iey would be taken by force and 
barged with attempting to resist 
rrest. After the expulsion of my 
arents, I remained in the apartment 
. . -ith my wife and my 11 -year-old 
"rpther, who was ordered to remain 
t the kitchen during the search. 


They call it justice 


Poloomordvinov wrote on . the 
protocol forms that he and two wit- 
nesses, Yuyukin and Aiexayev, were 
present during the search, along with 
the residents of the apartment, 
Tatiana and Yulian Edelstein. When . 
I asked what exactly I was to band 
over of my own free will. 
Poloomordvinov did not know what 
to reply. He turned to his compan- 
ions, and asked: “Comrades, have 
you received instructions regarding 
what you are seeking?” They 
answered in the affirmative, and he 
suggested that they begin'the search. 

The search was -initially carried 
out by three individuals who had 
accompanied Poloomordvinov, but 
were not listed in the protocol forms. 

I must state that I knew three of the 
four men who came with the deteo- 
tive by sight. They are employed by 
the KGB. 

They began to search our apart- 
ment. My wife lit the Sabbath can- 
dles; T brought her a box of matches 
from »ne kitchen. After my wife had 
said the appropriate blessing, I re- 
turned the matchbox to the kitchen. 
Jews are forbidden to use matches 
on the Sabbath, and so I removed 
them from the room. 

One of the men, a KGB agent, 
brought my wife a matchbox con- 
taining a small, brownish-grey stone, 
and asked what it was. He had taken 
the matchbox from a shelf near the 
window meant for children's thing?. 
She replied that it was a stone. 
“Where did it come from?” he 
asked. My wife replied that our 
daughter had probably brought it 
from outside, adding that she liked 
to collect stones. 

I was already suspicious, since 
there were three unused matches in 
the box and my daughter usually 
only took empty boxes. Unfortu- 
nately I did not voice my suspicions; 

I felt that it really was just a stone. I 
bad been told by someone who had 
been searched that his Hebrew 
books had been confiscated, and I 
assumed that that was the object of 
this search too. (My books were 
indeed confiscated, as well as an 
undeveloped film.) The matchbox 
containing the stone was placed on 
the table. 

The search continued. After a 
short time, they found a plastic bag 
containing a small amount of what 
appeared to be tobacco and asked 
me what it was. I replied that it was 
eithertohageo op ja spice, and my 
if? Was probably 

Sryifi^V-^ , ly ■ r. 

Then they began to question me 
about the matchbox. “What is it? 
What is it like? It looks strange, does 
it not? Don’t you think it has a 
strange odour? Does it appear to be 
drugs?” I demanded that they sum- 
mon a narcotics expert who could 
verify the contents of the matchbox 
on the spot. 

One of the KGB men picked up 
the phone and made a call, during 
which be said, “There’s something 
strange here, the head of the bouse 
claims that it is pepper and demands 
an expert.” He then put down the 
receiver and went to use the public 
phone on the road. Upon his return 
he announced that the expert wasn’t 
coming and that there was an order 
to put the materials in a sealed 
envelope and send it to the labora- 
tory. 

All this time, Poloomordvinov sat 
and wrote the protocol. He did not 
join m the search, did not even rise 
from his seat. He simply listed every- 
thing the others put on the table. 

When my wife expressed her 
amazement at their taking stones 
and said that there were other, simi- 
lar stones in the house, Poloomord- 
vinov asked if we had ever seen 
drugs. We replied that we had not. 
The detective said there was nothing 
to be amazed about, for tins looked 
very much like drugs. The search 
continued. 

After some time, my mother re- 
turned from the police station. She 
was in the apartment for two hours 
of the search, until she left to catch 
her train. 

By midnight, they bad almost 
finished. The KGB men walked 
around the apartment as they 
pleased, came in and out. smoked. 
They paid no attention to my re- 
quests that they behave respectfully. 

Just before midnight, my wife's 
brother, Freivert Leonid, arrived for 
a visit from Kharkov. He was 
allowed to come in and his bag was 
cbecked. He stayed in the apartment 
until the search ended, at about 2 
a.m. 

The contents of the matchbox and 
the bag were put into envelopes and 
sealed. My wife and I were very 


On December 19, refusenik Yuli Edelstein . of Moscow, appeared in 
the people's court on a charge of illegally possessing drugs. The judge, 
two assistants and the prosecuting counsel were all women. The 
defence was conducted by an attorney hired by the Edelsreins. Defying 
the stringent rules, which were read out in the courtroom', an 
anonymous observer recorded the four-hour trial. A transcript hot 
■ smuggled out to the U.S . , translated by Soviet Jewry activists there and 
sent to Israel, where it was handed to The Jerusalem Post. This is the 
first time it is being, published in English . 
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surprised when Poloomordvinov 
took a seal our of his pocket and then 
put it back. We felt that a seal could 
be removed at any time and another 
put in its place. They also asked me 
to sign the envelopes. But I had 
already declared that I was an obser- 
vant Jew. and would not be able to 
write on the Sabbath, turn lights on 
or off or listen to tapes. This is the 
reason that no tapes were played. 
They were packed in a bundle and 
sealed. The books were packed in 
cartons and all the seven men who 
had been present during the search 
left our apartment. 

While it went on, the KGB agents 
tried continuously to create unneces- 
sary tension. They made references 
to my private life, ridiculing my 
student days and first marriage. 

Edelstein s testimony ended. The 
judge began to cross-examine him. 

Judge: How do you know the 
people who came to search you, and 
whar-makes'-ybtf so-fcerrain that they 
are KGff agents?, , • ” 

.‘^'■Eddstein: In January 1983. 1 was 
with friends in an apartment where 
we studied Hebrew. Suddenly the 
doorbell rang and KGB agents 
broke in with a local policeman. I 
was taken to the police station with 
my friends and searched. When I 
objected that the detectives had not 
shown a warrant, the policeman re- 
plied that they were KGB and had 
the appropriate documents. One of 
the agents also came to search my 
house, in February 1983. 

Judge: Why do you not refer to 
them by name? 

Edelrtein: They did not introduce 
themselves to us. 

Judge: You read the report of the 
investigation. Their names are writ- 
ten in Poloomordvinov’s account. 

Edelstein: Their names do appear, 
but I do not know them personally 
and I do not know who is who. 
Furthermore, four people came and 
there were only three names. 

The prosecution had no questions 
for the defendant. Counsel for the 
defence asked who had lit the can- 
dies. 

Eddstein: They were lit by my 
wife, of course. 

Counsel: I ask you to be precise: 
who carried out the search? 

Edelstein: It was carried out by 
KGB agents. 

The examination of the defendant 
concluded, he was permitted to sit 
down. However, a minute later, the 
judge demanded that he stand up 
again. 

Judge; Edelstein, do you have any 
conception of the customs of our 
country? 

Eddstem: I do not know what you 
are referring to. but I believe that I 
do have some conception. 

Judge: If so. why are you wearing 
a hat while being tried? You are 
showing contempt for Russian law, 

Eddstein: In our religion, respect 
is shown by covering foe head and 
not by leaving it bare. I ask permis- 
sion to keep my hat on, since I am a 
believing Jew and this is a require- 
ment of my religion. 

Judge: In our country, any indi- 
vidual may belong to any religion 
and nobody is persecuted because of 
his faith. However, the laws of tfie 
stare reign supreme. I therefore de- 
mand that the accused Temove his 
hat. 

Eddstein: But no one demanded 


that I remove it at foe beginning of 
the trial. 

The judge again demanded that 
Edelstein remove his hat. and he 
obeyed. 

Counsel: (rising from his seat): I 
request permission of foe court to 
give my client a skullcap. 

Judge: Sit down and don’t inter- 
fere. 

After the examination of Edelstein. 
there was a short recess. Then the 
detective Poloomordvinov was called 
to the wimess stand and warned about 
the gravity of giving false testimony. 

Judge: Do you confirm the testi- 
mony you gave earlier? 

Poloomordvinov: Yes. 

Judge: Where do you work? 

• P: I am a detective at police station 
number 83 of foe Fronze section j)f 
Moscow. 

Judge: Tell the court how the 
search was carried out in the Edel- 
stein home in August 1984. 

: [ P: On August 24. the prosecutor 
‘ phoned me and suggested that I lead 
4 a search in the house .of Yulian* 
Edelstein. He sent me men who 
produced documents identifying 
them as criminal detectives from 
Moscow to help me conduct foe 
search. We took two witnesses. I 
conducted foe entire search myself. 
The only task which those, who 
accompanied me had to perform was 
preventing Edelsrein and his wife 
from talking on the phone. They 
spent most of foe time in the hall- 
way, except for a few occasions when 
they helped me, for example, to 
phone or pack the books in the 
cartons. They did not do anything 
else. 

When the search began. Edelstein 
claimed that he would not do any- 
thing. Shortly after. I saw him take 
some matches from his trousers, and 
candles and a pair of scissors from 
foe closet. He fined foe candles in 
the candlesticks, and lit them, plac- 
ing foe matches on foe windowsill. 
Since Edelstein had previously 
announced that he would not touch 
anything, this activity astonished 
and mystified me. 

Sometime after. I took foe match- 
box and found a strange-looking 
stone in it. I confiscated it for a 
laboratory examination, but even 
before this, while searching the 
closet, I found a package of fine 
powder. Since this package also 
looked strange, I confiscated it as 
well. When subsequent examination 
revealed that these were drugs, a 
criminal case was opened against 
Edelstein. 

After Poloomordvinov's testimony 
came his cross-examination. The 
prosecutor had no questions. 

Jndge: Did you know the defen- 
dant previously? 

P: No. 

Judge: Do you not have some- 
thing against foe defendant and do 
you not. wish to bring false charges 
against him? 

P:No. 

Counsel: Why were the materials 
found in the search not sent im- 
mediately for identification? 

P: This is the official procedure: 
The materials are first sent to a 
certain place. A receipt is issued. 
Only later is the receipt returned and 
it is therefore not incorporated in the 
evidence. 

Counsel: The envelopes were sent 
for examination on September- 4. 


while sealed. Does this mean that 
until then nobody opened them? 

P: (Remains silent). 

Counsel: Why. in filling out the 
protocol forms, are there' so mam 
obvious mistakes? Are you aware of 
rhe proper procedure in filling out 
these forms? 

P: I know the regulations, but I 
have no experience in conducting 
searches. This was only my second 
search. 

Counsel: Does lack of experience 
relieve one of responsibility for fill- 
ing in the forms correctly? ‘ 

P: (Silence). 

Counsel: What were you looking 
for in the apartment? Did you your- 
self conduct foe search? 

P: Yes. I alone conducted the 
search. The prosecutor ordered me 
to confiscate. 

Counsel: Confiscate what? 

P: (after a silence): Everything. 

Counsel: (surprised): How “can 
you confiscate everything in an 
apartment? Usually in a search one 
clarifies exactly what one is being 
asked to confiscate. 

P: I intended to confiscate articles 
which were purchased illegally or 
which might serve anti-social pur- 
poses. 

Counsel: What exactly did you 
intend to confiscate and what did 
you suggest to the residents of the 
' apartment that they hand over of 
■ their own free will? ’ 

[ P: This is what I suggested. 

Judge: (intervening): There is no 
need to ask superfluous questions. 
The witness has explained with ex- 
treme clarity what he intended to 
confiscate. 

Counsel: Why were there people 
present during the search who were 
not listed in the protocol forms? 
Who are they? 

P: They were not included in the 
protocol forms because of my lack of 
experience in conducting searches 
and filling out forms. I just forgot to 
include them. I did include them in 
foe report which serves as an appen- 
dix to the official case. 

Counsel: Which names? 

P: I mentioned three names. 

Counsel: Did the people not men- 
tioned in the protocol forms attempt 
to-participate in the search? 

P: (emphatically): No. 

Counsel: Where exactly did the 
search take place? 

P: Only in the room where the two 
witnesses, foe residents of foe apart- 
mentand myself were.present. 

: Counsel: Where istbe child's bed : 
located in-foeroom? • • 

P: (after some thought): I don't 
recall. (After a pause): I believe that 
it is behind foe closet... yes, it is 
probably behind foe closet. 

Counsel: Why do you not remem- 
ber? 

P: I did not make a thorough 
search of that comer of the apart- 
ment. I just took a quick look. 

Counsel: Please be precise: Who 
lit the candles? 

P: The candles were lit by Yulian 
Eddstein. 

Counsel: Was Edelstein able to 
walk about the apartment? 

P: He was. 

Counsel: Did Edelstein go out to 
the kitchen or to any other place? 

P: I do not recall. I believe that he 
did not leave foe room to go any- 
where. 

Counsel: How long did foe search 
take? 

P: About four hours. 

Counsel: Did you leave the room? 

P: I did not leave foe room to go 
anywhere. 

Counsel: Who wrote the pro- 
tocol? 

P: I did. 

Counsd: What was the sequence 
of events during the search? Did you 
first find everything and then note all 
the items in the protocol, or did you 
note each item as it was found and 
confiscated? 

P: I myself performed the search, 
rook the items down from the 
shelves, confiscated them and then 
sat down and listed them in the 
protocol. 

Counsd: Did Edelstein have a 
chance to leave the room? 

P: He did have the opportunity, 
but I believe that the accused did not 
leave the room. 

Judge: Please tell foe court: what - 
was the atmosphere like during the 
search? Was foe accused restless? 

P: The atmosphere during foe 

search was very tense. 

Counsel: Why were the places in 
which the items were found not 
included in the protocol? 

P: (No reply). 

Counsel: Describe the exact spot 
where the matchbox with foe stone 
was found. 


P: The matchbox was found on the 
windowsill. 

Connsel: Was there another place 
besides the windowsill? 

P: No. 

Counsel: The search was a pro- 
longed one. Did Edelstein not leave 
the room to go anywhere, not even 
to the rest room? 

P: No. he did not leave. 

Counsel: Did you also search in 
the other rooms? 

P:No. 

Counsel: Where was the package 
found? Please be specific. 

P: I took the package which con- 
tained the fine powder out of the 
closet. 

Counsel: Please describe the 
closet. 

P: There were books on the bot- 
tom. I believe, and underneath them 
was a place for the package. 

Counsel: Be precise: What items 
were found there? 

P: Various items and books. 
Connsel: Where exactly did you 
find the package? How was the 
search of the closet conducted? 

P: I was taking books out of there 
when I discovered the package. 

Counsd: Be precise: Where exact- 
ly did you find the package? 

P: (after some Thought): On the 
bottom shelf. 

Counsel: Be precise. 

Judge: Be precise: From which 
shelf did you take the package? 

P: The right hand comer of the 
botrom shelf. That's where the pack- 
age was located. 

Counsel: Among what other items 
was it found? 

P: (No reply). 

Connsel: How was Edelstein dres- 
sed. Be precise. 

P: He was wearing trousers. 
Counsel: What colour? 

• P: Blue. 

Counsel: Could he have been 
wearing jeans? 

P: They could have been jeans. He 
also wore a short-sleeved shirt. 

. Counsd: From where did Edel- 
stein take the matchbox? 

P: Probably from his right pocket. 
This ended the testimony of 
Poloomorvinov. There' was another 
short recess. The next to be called was 
Yuyukin. who was a witness to the 
search. The judge asked him to relate 
fits part in the master. 

Yuyukin: On August 24, as I was 
walking on Begovava Street to foe 
horse race, I was approached and 
stopped, and it was suggested that.l 
accompany the police to help as a 
witness during a search. 

Judge: Tell the court. Yuyukin, do 
you know foe accused? 

V: (turns to Edelstein and smiles 
at him): No. I saw him for the first 
time at the search- 
Judge: Do you have any reason to 
bring, false, charges against fog ac- 
cused? - 

. Y: Obviously not. - 

Jndge: Go on. 

Y: We arrived at foe apartment 
and foe search was conducted in our 
presence. I saw how the package and 
matchbox were confiscated and how 
Edelstein lit the candles. He took the 
matchbox from his trouser pocket 
and lit them. He h3d placed foe 
candles in the candlesticks. I was 
very alert, having been warned that 1 
was to follow everything that hap- 
pened during the search. 

Judge: Have you ever been pre- 
sent at a search? 

Y: No. This was the first time. 
Judge: How was foe atmosphere 
during foe search? Was the accused 
restless? 

Y: The atmosphere was very 
tense. 

I The prosecution had no ques- 
tions.) 

Counsel: Were the duties of a 
witness to a search explained to you? 

Y: Yes, they were explained to us 
before we arrived. 

Counsd: Did you sign the pro- 
tocol? 

Y: Yes. 

Counsd: Do you know what you 
were signing? 

Y: (Pensive. No reply.) 

Counsel: Why in the protocol were 
foe places where the items were 
found not mentioned? Do you recall 
where they were found? 

Y: (Lost in thought. No reply.) 
Judge: Have you ever filled out 
protocol forms? 

Y: No. This was my first search 
and the first time I filled out protocol 
forms. 

Judge: (satisfied): Someone who 
appears for foe first time at a search 
is not required to know how to fill 
out the protocol. So your reply- 
should be that you do not know how ■ 
to fill out the forms. 

Counsd: Be precise: tell us please 
foe exact spot where the package of 
tobacco was found. 

Y: It was taken out of the bottom 
part of the bookcase. 

Counsel: Were you standing next 
to the bookcase at the time? 

Y: Yes. but I was standing in such 
a position that I could not determine 
the exact place from which the pack- 


age was taken. I saw ir only after it 
had been taken out of the bookcase. 
The other witness to the search. 
Aiexayev. stood closer and saw from 
what location in the bookcase the 
package was taken. 

Counsel: Who conducted the 
search? 

Y: Poloomordvinov. 

Counsd: Did he receive assistance 
from those who accompanied him? 
Y: Yes. they helped. 

Counsel: How exactly did they 
help? 

Y: They took books. 

Judge: (intervening): Witness, be 
careful not to exaggerate in your 
testimony. 

Y: They took books to put them in 
foe cartons. 

Counsel: Did they take the books 
off the shelves? 

Y: No. they did not. 

Counsd: Were the kitchen and 
other rooms searched? 

Y: Yes. the kitchen and other 
rooms were searched. 

Counsel: With whom did you 
search the kitchen and other rooms? 

Y: It was done by Poloomord- 
vinov and myself. 

Counsel: If so. then why did 
Poloomordvinov who testified be- 
fore you deny this? 

Y: (Thinks. Does not reply). 
Judge: (intervening): You are the 
witness. If you do not” recall, then say 
you do not recall and don'i try to 
complete the testimony by thinking. 

Y: It would appear that 
Poloomordvinov did not recall that 
we searched the kitchen... we didn't 
really search, bur merely looked 
through the window in the door. 

Counsel: Did you see how Edel- 
stein lit the candles? 

Y: Yes. I noticed that. 

Counsel: From where did Edel- 
stein take the matchbox? 

Y: From the pocket of his trous- 
ers. 

Counsel: What trousers was he 
wearing? 

Y: Jeans. (After looking at Edel- 
stein and noting that he was wearing 
tight jeans in which there was no 
room even for a matchbox, he waved 
bis hand and explained): Wide jeans 
called “bananas.”' 

Counsel: Was Edelstein able to 
walk around the apartment? 

Y : Y es. He was constantly going in 
and out. 

Counsel: Where was Mrs. Edel- 
stein at foe time of foe lighting of the 
candles? 

Y: I don't recall. Besides, she too 
was constantly going in and out. In 
addition, there was a child in the 
kitchen and from time to time she 
went to see him. 

Counsel: Be precise: Where exact- 
ly was the matchbox found? 

Y: The matchbox was taken from 

foewindowsiU 

Counsel: Was there anything else 
on foe windowsill? 

Y: No. 

Counsel: Were there children's 
things and children's books? 

Y: No. Neither of these things. 
Counsel: Be precise please” Did 
you search the comer where the 
child's bed is located? 

Y: Yes, but I do not recall exactly 
what was there. 

Counsel: Was the search carried 
out carefuly in the entire apartment? 

Y: Yes. Very carefully. We sear- 
ched every possible place. 

Counsel: Were you told what you 
were looking for? 

Y: { Attempts to answer). 

Judge: (cuts him off): Witness 
Yuyukin! Were you told foe duties 
of a witness? 

Y: Yes. 

Judge: Does foe witness to a 
search participate in foe search? 

Y: No. The witness is just required 
to stand and observe. 

The questioning of Yuyukin was 
over and the second witness to the 
search. Aiexayev. was called. Like 
the others who testified, he was 
warned that false testimony is a cri- 
minal offence and signed a document 
to that effect. 

Judge: Do you confirm the tes- 
tiomy you gave earlier? 

Aiexayev: Yes. 

Judge: Did you know the accused? 
A: No. 

Judge: Do you have reason to 
bring false charges? 

A: No. • 

Judge: Relate briefly what you did 
on August 24, 1984. 

A: 1 was present at the search as a 
witness and in my presence items 
were confiscated which were later 
identified as drugs. I saw how th 
accused lit candles with the aid of a 
matchbox and how a package was 
fouad with contents which looked 
like tobacco. The search was carried 
on by Poloomordvinov. 

He was then examined by the de- 
fence counsel. The prosecution had 
no questions. 

Defense Counsel: Was it only 
Poloomordvinov who participated in 
the search?

cngth of time — been a serious 
unemployment problem in Israel; is 

»T, rc P 0|n g to be one now? Baruch 
Haklai, head of Israel's labour ex- 
change system, does not know. We 
We in a toss- the -coin situation, he 
says. 


Unemployment has been slowly 
and steadily increasing during the 
last 12 months. The question is 
whether this trend will continue over 
the next 12 months. The answer is, it 
all depends. 

The turning-point came in 
November 1979. when then- finance 
minister Yigael Hurvitz cut sub- 
sidies, cut credit, halted the con- 
struction of public buildings and 
froze the intake of ’civil servants. For 
more than a decade before that 
(since the end of the slowdown in 
1966), Israel had enjoyed the boon 
of not just full employment, but 
over-full employment. 

Thereafter came a period of what 
Haklai calls “delicate balance.*' Un- 
employment was held at bay, but 
only just. Employers were no longer 
short of labour, jobs were no longer 
available for the asking. 

This equable situation continued 
for three years until October 1983, 
when a warning shot was fired across 
his bows. 

“Finns are required to notify us if 
they intend to dismiss 10 workers or 
more. We had normally received 300 
to 350 such notifications a month. 
Suddenly in that October, reports 
came in of 1.000 imminent dismis- 
sals." 

The same happened in the follow- 
ing month, and the months after 
that. A new downward trend seemed 
to be replacing the old stability. 
Every 50 days, another thousand 
workers or thereabouts were given 
their marching orders. 

“It takes time before a man is 
actually discharged. Registered un- 
employment started rising only in 
December 1983, but went on climb- 
ing throughout 1984 - barring the 
interlude of the three-month elec- 
tion campaign, when austerities 
were eased. After the polling was 
over, the squeeze returned.” 


Before this decline, when there 
had been a living for everybody, the 
labour exchange statistics neverthe- 
less recorded 9.000 unemployed 
(that is. job-seekers out of work for 
six days or more). They were mostly 
people between jobs. 

In December 1983. the figure rose 
to 10,000. By December 1984. it had 
doubled, with 20.000 individuals out 
of work. Half of them (the half who 
were registered as unemployed in 
the good days) can be said to have 
reasonable expectations, being out 


of work temporarily and for technic- 
al reasons only. The other half - or 
10,000 persons - are on the bread- 
line, frustrated, loafing, idle against 
their will. 

A WORD at this juncture about the 
statistics. It is common to read in the 
papers that the number of unem- 
ployed has reached 100,000 or even 
120,000 - five or six times the 20,000 
figure we mentioned. The reason for 
this disparity is that two recording 
systems exist side by side. There 
used to be only one. the labour 
exchange system. 

In the mid-Fifries the Central 
Bureau of Statistics introduced a 
new method, the labour force sur- 
vey. Instead of checking the labour 
exchanges, the bureau checked indi- 
vidual households, on the grounds 
that not every work-seeker goes to 
the labour exchange. The results 
were stupefying. Instead of 17,000 
unemployed a day (in 1955), it 
turned out there were 50,000. 

Golda Meir. then labour minis- 
ter. summoned the chief govern- 
ment statistician, Professor Roberto 
Baccbi. She had a bad enough time, 
she told him. finding emergency em- 
ployment for 17,000 human beings. 
What was the point of creating a new 
prpblem? For several hours she 
stormed at him. Bacchi would not 
budge. 

Golda wanted to know bow many 
people needed relief, and for that 
purpose the labour exchange statis- 
tics were a valid indicator. Bacchi 
sought something different. He 
wanted to find out how much unused 
manpower there was in the economy 
(including people past the age of 
retirement, provided they wanted a 
job, even part-time). The labour 
force survey provided that informa- 
tion. 

What concerns us here is the dif- 
ference between full employment 
and the unhappy situation that now 
prevails. According to the labour- 
exchange figures, 9,700 to 11,500 
persons were without work in the 
years of full employment. 1981- 
1983. The addition since then 
amounts, as stated . to about 10,000. 

According to the labour force sur- 
vey, the number of unemployed in 
1981-1983 was 63,000 to 68,000. The 
latest statistics show a rise to 95.000, 
an increase of 30.000. 

The conclusion to be drawn is that 
the hard core of unemployment - 
that is. the number of people facing 
hardship because they cannot find 
work however hard they try - is 
around 30.000. of whom something 
between a third and a half are manu- 
al workers. 


The spectre of 
unemployment

BLIT ARE even that number all 
really trying their best? Zalman 
Chen, spokesman of the Employ- 
ment Service and a veteran in the 
field, points to a difference between 
the recession, as he recalls it. 19 
years ago (in 1966) and the present 
one. 


“Then.'' he says "the most fre- 
quent complaint at the labour ex- 
changes was. why do you give him a 
job and not me? Today the com- 
plaint is. why do you offer me this 
lousy job - why don't you offer it to 
him?” 

The reference is to "dirty" jobs 


that nobody wants to do. Behind this 
finicky new attitude lies a social 
change which, in fact, spells progress 
and should cause satisfaction. To 
quote Haklai: “It is normal nowa- 
days for work-seekers in the develop- 
ment areas - the least privileged pari 
of the country -■ to be graduates of 
comprehensive secondary schools. 
Youngsters with 12 years of educa- 
tion under their belts are not ready 
to be dustmen." 

Their stand is reasonable if there 
is a choice of jobs, but what if there 
isn't? Says Haklai: “Forty per cent 
of the young people entering the 
labour force' ask for work in the 
services. But the government, the 
biggest employer in this field, has 
reduced its intake. Budget cuts are 
forcing business companies and pub- 
lic institutions to shed staff. Job 
opportunities are contracting." 

In a buyer's market, the seller can 
no longer afford to be so fussy. One 
in ten of all applicants refuse the 
openings offered them. They are 
allowed to. every man is free to offer 
or deny his labour at will. But there 
is also the question of entitlement to 
unemployment relief. 

A metal-worker has the right 
under the Law to be employed as a 
metal-worker, and if no post is 
offered in his trade he is authorized 
to draw the dole. He may also reject 
any job located more than 40km. 
from his home. 

Two bills are pending in the Knes- 
set. one requiring that the right to a 
job in one's own trade be suspended 
for all applicants up to the age of 25: 
the other extending the limit of dis- 
tance (within which jobs cannot be 
refused) from 40 to 60km. Those 
bills have not become law so far. 

The tendency to pick and choose 
has been fostered by the availability 
of a less selective labour force - the 
Arabs, notably those commuting' 
from the administered areas. When 
the Food Industries Exhibition was 
on in Tel Aviv a few weeks ago. an 
industrialist interviewed on televi- 
sion said' that the exports of his 
branch could be increased by Sib. in 
a short time, giving work to 25,000 
people. . . 

Hakim's answer: “The 25,000 
people won't be available, despite 
the unemployment. The wages paid 
in the food industry are just too 
low.'' The building industry is like- 
wise shunned by Jewish workers, not 
because of low salaries this time, but 
because the task is considered me- 
nial. 

“Out of 65.000 on-site building 
labourers in Israel. 45,000 are Arabs 
(30.000 of them from the territor- 
ies). and only 20.00*3 or 22.000 are 
Jews. 


The solution is not to push the 
Jews into such workplaces against 
then* will at the expense of the 
Arabs. Would it not be better to 
enlarge the labour market by creat- 
ing more jobs, both for Jews and 
Arabs? 

The expression on Haklai's face 
suggests that this is easier said than 
done. There is a problem to be faced 
which has seized the Western world 
generally and is now beginning to 
make its appearance in Israel at well. 
Industrial expansion in our times 
does not necessarily mean increased 
employment. 

Haklai; “An electronic plant in 
Lod brought in a machine producing 
printed circuits. That piece of auto- 
mation put 130 women out of work. 
Not only does it perform the job 
faultlessly, it also operated three 
shifts round the clock, without com- 
plaint." Capital equipment is replac- 
ing labour. 

UNDER THE circumstances, Hak- 
lai pins his hopes on stabilizing the 
volume of unemployment at its pre- 
sent level. For the moment he would 
be content with that - to stop the 
graph from rising further. Here we 
come back to the toss-the-coin pre- 
dicament. 

The issue as he sees it is this: The 
unemployment that we have so far 
derives from budgetary cuts. It is the 
policy of the government that these 
cuts be offset by growth in the manu- 
facturing sector, so that labour is 
shifted from less productive to more 
productive occupations. That is a 
reasonable expectation, possible of 
achievement. 

The gamble is whether it will be 
achieved in time, because if unem- 
ployment goes on increasing, it will 
sooner or later reach a critical mass. 
The critical mass is when the number 
of jobless is large enough to create a 
nation-wide faff in consumption. At 
that point. Haklai believes, jobless- 
ness becomes self-generating. Un- 
employment starts to be itself a 
cause of unemployment. 

The situation is already reaching 
this danger point in the development 
areas. Hakim calculates that 20.000 
registered unemployed out of a 
labour force of 1 .25m. comes to 2 per 
cent (the proportion is 6.5 per cent 
.according to the labour force sur- 
vey). 

But 40 per cent of the unemploy- 
ment is situated in the development 
areas- that is, 8,000 persons, out of a 
labour force in those districts of 
150,000. 

So unemployment there must be 
dose to 6 per cent. In individual 
townships, for which- figures are 


available, it sometimes reaches 10 
per cent. (The rate would not be so 
much greater in the labour force 
survey, because a high proportion of (• - 
the population in the development 
areas use the labour exchanges.) 

SHOULD ISRAELIS be given pre- 
ference over .Arab inhabitants of the 
occupied .territories, who are not 
Israeli residents? At a pinch the 
regulations would appear to allow 
that. Haklai: “Preference is given in 
any locality to the inhabitants of that 
locality, Jew or Arab. If jobs remain 
unfilled, the limits of the locality can 
be widened, with first choice still 
given to persons within those limits. 

“It is possible to widen the limits^ 
to embrace all Israel within the 
Green Line, which would give first 
choice to Israelis as against non- 
Israefis.” But that is not on the cards 
today. All work-seekers are entitled 
to work - and on the same terms, he 
insists. 

“Labour from the territories has 
to be recruited through the labour 
exchanges, and 50.000 workers ore. 
The other 30.000 indude the self- 
employed. but also some who work 
for wages illegally. Those whom we 
handle get the same gross and net 
salaries as Israeli workers in compa- 
rable posts. The collective agree- 
ments apply to all without discri- 
mination. Arabs who evaded the 
obligation to use the labour ex- 
change often sacrifice their fringe 
benefits in return for a small dollop 
of extra cash.” 

Haklai's conclusion: The difficult 
economic situation ahead of us 
makes it necessary to revise employ- 
ment policy in good time. “There 
must,” he says, “be a greater sym- 
metry between the requirements of 
the job-seeker and the conditions on 
offer in places of employment.” 

The rules allow people to refuse 
posts which offer a wage lower than 
the national minimum, as fixed in a 
collective agreement between em- 
ployers and labour (it has been given 
the status of law by the government). 
One-third of the job-offers submit- 
ted to the employment service each 
month involve a wage below the 
national minimum , says Haklai. 

It is right to reject that if there artC - 
in principle, other job alternatives. 
And the person who does the reject- 
- mg should be entitled to unemploy- 
ment insurance. 

But suppose- there are no other 
possibilities of employment? Is it 
practical, he says, for a hard-pressed 
Treasury to pay a man for doing 
nothing! when an employer offers 
him the same kind of money for 
doing a job of work?

Many thanks to the mana- 
ger and staff at the Mashbir Hamer- 
cazi in Atarot for their cooperation 
in pulling together supplies from all 
over the country to meet our re- 
quirements. 

Although the Homecoming cam- 
paign has only been in existence for 
four weeks, we have already raised

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THE .LATEST mishap resulting

- substantial changes in the way the 
: kibbutz movement operates in the 
■realm of finance. 

■ In large measure, the criticism is 
' misplaced. It has centred arouDd the 
^allegation that the kibbutz move- 
■ raent, instead of restricting itself to 
the traditional virtues of productive 

* labour in tune with the strictures Of 
1 the ideological fathers of the move- 
ment. has allowed itself to follow the 

.■‘national drift after easy money 
through financial manipulation. But 
’ reality dictates that there is an im- 
1 pdrtant banking function that must 
be performed by the kibbutz raove- 
_ ment. The question is how it is to be 
■performed. 

- The kibbutz movement repre- 
Jsents, in the economic sense, a large 

. 'collection of firms, operating within 
-an integrated system. Capital re- 
quirements vary from time to time 
-■ within the individual firm, depend- 

• ing on season, in the case of agricul- 
■ture, and investment requirements 


and market fluctuations, in the case 
of industry. 

Some of the units in the system, 
particularly the younger kibbutzim 
still struggling to get on their feet, 
have a chronic demand for capital. 
Some have surplus liquidity, seeking 
productive outlets. 

Tying together the varying supply 
and demand for capital within the 
system is an obvious banking func- 
tion. In perforating it, there is no 
particular reason why the kibbutz 
movement, representing a percen- 
tage of the gross national product 
more than twice the proportion of 
the kibbutz in the nation's popula- 
tion, should not exploit its advantage 
of size. 

Public sources of finance, both in 
productive investment and in hous- 
ing, have either evaporated in recent 
years or dwindled to a trickle. For 
better or for worse, the kibbutz 
movement has been left largely to its 
own resources. The question is how 
these resources are to be organized 
and exploited. 

THE RE-EXAMINATION of this 
question - a certain outcome of 
recent events - will centre primarily 
on the lack of internal controls and 
supervision within the financial arm 
of the kibbutz movement itself. It 
should also deal with effective public 
supervision, both from within the

kibbutz movement and also from 
external, Histadnit and governmen- 
tal, bodies. 

Banking, as the problems sur- 
rounding the investigation of the 
bank shares fiasco demonstrate, has 
a natural tendency to secrecy. With- 
in the kibbutz movement, this is 
compounded by the hangover of the 
conspirational atmosphere of the 
pre-independence era. reinforced by 
the siege mentality of political 
opposition dating from the Likud 
election victory of 1977. 

In essence, the kibbutz movement 
has an even more difficult problem 
to solve, in fashioning effective pub- 
lic supervision of its financial in- 
strumentalities, than the problem 
that Hevrat Ha'Ovdim. the Histad- 
rut economic combine, faces with 
regard to Bank Hapoalim. a prob- 
lem which, as the Levinson tragedy 
demonstrated, is far from solution. 

For the kibbutz movement, 
however, the price of continued fai- 


lure to deal adequately with the issue 
has become too high to be support- 
able. Left to their~own devices, the 
financial decision-makers within the 
kibbutz movements appear to have 
sought maximum returns on their 
money, rogeiher with rhe flexibility' 
demanded by the conditions of max- 
imum uncertainty in the money mar- 
ket with regard to abrupt changes in 
inflation and in exchange rates. 

Prudence dictates spreading the 
risk. This basic rule they appear to 
have been suckered into disregard- 
ing. 

BUT THAT is not all. The better the 
terms with regard to return and 
flexibility, the higher the risk. Under 
today's conditions, risk is pan of life. 
But the higher it runs, the more 
important it becomes to confine the 
high risk to a limited proportion of 
the available resources. 

This is another basic rale of finan- 
cial management that appears to 
have been thrown to the winds. Even 
the best of collateral cannot justify 


an over-extension of resources into 
what must be a high-risk venture, 
given the above market returns 
promised. 

There is no ideological problem in 
dealing in the grey market. The 
problem is to what degree. As it is. in 
one way or another, the kibbutz 
financial managers seem to act like 
gamblers who keep putting the chips 
on the same square. 

Apart from the question of control 
and supervision, there is the ques- 
tion of direction. Since there is a 
banking function to be performed, 
why not a kibbutz bank to do the 
job? The Bank of Israel supervision 
involved would be a tempering influ- 
ence in itself, putting certain areas 
beyond bounds and requiring mini- 
mum standards of liquidity and pru- 
dence. 

Indeed, in recent years the kib- 
butz movement has made a number 
of moves in the direction of acquir- 
ing the necessary banking licence, so 
far. without success. There seems to 


be some question as to how far the 
movement is prepared to go in this 
direction. 

Until recent events, the financial 
deci son -makers appear to have been 
satisfied with the possibilities avail- 
able in the grey marker. Whatever 
may have been the differences of 
opinion in the past, the efforts to 
obtain recognized banking status are 
likely to be intensified. 

Today, the necessity of accepting 
external controls may seem desir- 
able to some, inevitable to others. 
According to some reports, a tie-in 
with a Bank Hapoalim affiliate is a 
possiblity. 

In ihe past, the necessity of 
accepting Bank Hapoalim majority 
control of any joint venture has been 
a bar in this direction. Today, there 
may be greater readiness to work 
something out. 

FORMAL BANKING status would 
aid the movement in mobilizing 
capital, particularly abroad, where it 
has already had significant achieve- 
ments to its credit, even with the 
limited institutional channels avail- 
able. 

In addition, a kibbutz bank could 
serve as a tool for helping the strong 
kibbutz firms, the strikingly success- 
ful kibbutz industrial ventures, to 
enter the capital market in the most 
economically advantageous manner 


- by selling securities to the investing 
public, both in Israel and abroad. 

To date, this has been an ideolo- 
gical no-no in the kibbutz move- 
ment, and for little reason. Certainly 
the sale of debentures, involving, as 
they do, no dilution of ownership, is 
no more ideologically objectionable 
than the acceptance of loans. 

Even the sale of stock that does 
not carry with it voting rights should 
not present a problem. Histadrut 
companies have been on the market 
for years, without creating ideologic- 
al problems of weakening worker 
control. Why should a kibbutz- 
owned industrial affiliate present a 
different attitude? 

But beyond the questions of con- 
trol and direction of financial activi- 
ties. there is urgent need to put 
finance back into propeT perspec- 
tive. Essential as it is. it is only one 
part of kibbutz movement activity. It 
should not be the most important 
part. 

Other economic functions seem to 
have been sadly neglected because 
of the emphasis placed on finance. 
The kibbutz movement should re- 
turn to put the emphasis on doing 
what it knows best - planning and 
encouraging the growth and de- 
velopment of its productive en- 
deavours.

. AFTER THE destruction of the 
, *TerapJe of Jerusalem in the year 70 
of the Common Era, the power of

• * The most difficult task is that of 
’ * trying to read what the intermediate, 
11 not-too-distant, future holds in store 

for us. It is also the most profitable, 
"if one is lucky enough to get close to 
' thetruth. 

So let’s try in regard to Israel’s 
unbelievably convoluted politics, on 
’ ; the basis of what has happened and 
' what seems to have become clear in 
the last half a year. 

The July 23 elections were sup- 
*“ posed to put an end to the unwilling-' 
ness of a fearful Jsraelgoyemmeqt to 


come to grips with the economic 
crisis, whose dimensions and dan- 
gers were already fully visible in 
October 1983- 

Nothing in this regard has changed 
in the last six months. The central 
fact about the economic policy of the 
Peres government is that the first 
decision it took was to cut the gov- 
ernment budget by the equivalent of 
$1 billion and yet the actual cuts 
since, have been less than one-tenth 
of that sum. if that. 

PACKAGE DEAL I, was a pallia- 
tive intended to gain time. It 
achieved in effect what former fi- 
nance minister Yoram Aridor did 
two years ago when he attempted to 
fight 130 per cent annual inflation by 
setting off a major haemorrhage of 
our foreign cuirency reserves. He, it 
will be remembered, managed to 
drive inflation up to the 200 per cent 
line but the continuing drain of fore- 
ign currency has not been reversed 
since. 

And now, having gained time with 
Package Deal I. the government 
gives us Package Deal II, which I 
admit I do not fully understand. I 
suspect it is not supposed to be 
understood. It, too, is supposed to 
gain time. 

Time, for what? For the Amer- 
icans to soften and come through 
with a^ipajqr increase in economic

aid. The Americans!, however, are 
adamant. They say they are ready to 
shore up the Israel economy only if 
and when several conditions are 
met. including visible evidence of a 
major slash in the government 
budget; a reduction of subsidies 
going much further than what was 
done last week, and a major de- 
valuation of the shekel. 

These conditions will not and can- 
not be met for political reasons in the 
immediate future. The finely ba- 
lanced Labour-Likud government is 
too paralysed for that. And besides, 
there are the Histadnit elections in 
the offing. 

Economic policy will continue to 
be a mixture of confusion and 
shooting-from-the-hip administra- 
tive decisions until Labour is well 
over the hurdle of those elections, 
now scheduled for May. 

The determined aversion of the 
Likud’s David Levy to heading the 
Likud list in those elections is the 
best indication available that Labour 
stands a -good. chance of retaining 


control of its Histadrut economic 
empire. Only when that probability 
is established as fact, is it likely that 
the political scene will change suffir 
ciemly to permit tackling the econo- 
mic crisis, and by then the economic 
situation will be precarious. 

There is general agreement 
among nearly all working politicians 
that the rotation agreement whereby 
Likud Vice Premier Yitzhak Shamir 
wiU become prime minister instead 
of Labour Premier Shimon Peres in 
October 1986 will never be im- 
plemented. 

In all likelihood, events will bring 
about the change in government that 
will undo that improbable rotation 
agreement some time this summer, 
after the Histadrut elections, rather 
than in 19S6. 

THE TIMING will be determined 
by the impossibility of putting off 
necessary draconic economic steps 
any longer. Additional factors that 
must be taken into account are the 
growing pressure within Herat to 
challenge Yitzhak Shamir’s lead- 




“NOW JETHRO, the priest of Mi- 
dian and father-in-law of Moses, 
heard of everything God had done 
for Moses and for his people Israel, 
and how the Lord had brought Israel 
out of Egypt” ( Exodus 18:1). Hear- 
ing the news, he took off for the 
desen, going to meet Moses and to 
greet him upon his remarkable 
accomplishmen cs . 

True. Jethro belonged to the fami- 
ly. The liberator of the Israelites was 
his son-in-law; still, he is praised as 
the first outsider to react favourably 
to Israel's victorious march. His visit' 
was especially important at that time 
■ as it disproved what many believed - 
that “the whole world is against us.” 

Indeed. Jethro was nor the only 
:one, or even the fust one, in the

SPANISH JEWRY AND 1SRAEUSPA1N RELATIONS 
Ambassador Netanal Lorch. former Secretary-General of the Knesset. 
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have heard about the unusual slave 
revolution, leading to freedom, 
which had taken place in Egypt. 
What the Tora underlines in the case 
of Jethro is not only that he. the 
outsider, “heard” the news, but also 
how he interpreted it and how he 
reacted to U. 

The rabbis in the Midrash point 
out that it is not only what one hears 
that is significant, but also how one 
hears it. “One herns and gains,” they 
say, “another hears and loses.” Only 
a short while ago, in the Song of the 
Sea, we were told (Ex. 15:14) that 
the “nations heard” the same news 
that reached Jethro, and “they trem- 
bled... anguish gripped the dwellers 
ofPhilistia.” 

Araalek, at the outskirts of the 
desert, also heard - and what was 
their reaction? Amalek “came and 
attacked Israel at Rephidim” ( 17:8). 

Jethro represents the exception. 
Not only did he rejoice with Israel 
during one of its best hours, but be 
was also, as the Talmud points out, 
the first to offer a formal blessing in 
praise of the- Lord. “And Jethro 
said: Praised bq the Lord who hath 
delivered you out of the hand of the 
Egyptians and of Pbaroah.” Many 
pious Jews today who frequently use 
the phrase baruch hashem (Praised 
be the Lord) in their daily speech are 
probably unaware, that it was the 
non-Jew Jethro who coined this ex- 
pression. 

MOSES and his fold did not remain 
ungrateful to Jethro for the kind 
words he had said about them in a ■ 
world filled with threatening 
Amaleks and nations “trembling” 
and “gripped with anguish" at the 
sight of a triumphant Israel. Jethro 
was feted as the guest of honour at a 
festive testimonial banquet given for 
him (18:12). Not an easy task for the 
caterers, considering the conditions 
in the desert and the fact that the 
manna was almost the only food 
available. 

Jethro showed his friendly atti- 
tude to Israel not only by expressing 
praise for what he had heard about 
them. As a true friend, he felt justi- 
fied in offering -some constructive 
criticism regarding the manner in 
which Moses conducted judicial 
administration. 

In his over-enthusiasm for law and 
justice, Moses seemed to have run 
. himself into an administrative mud- 
dle. allowing the people to take 
advantage of their leader and 
teacher, who did not spare himself 
wherever and whenever they called 
upon him. 


It was Jethro, the outsider, and 
Moses’ father-in-law who realized 
that such a state of affairs would 
become unbearable. “You are not 
doing right.” Jethro said boldy to 
Moses, “you will surely wear your- 
self out and your people as well. This 
work is too heavy for you 3nd you 
cannot handle it alone." (18:18) 

Jethro not only criticized, but also 
offered some valuable advice for 
reforming the existent system. His 
plan called for a graded delegation of 
authority. He suggested to Moses 
that only “every' major ( gadol . large) 
matter” should be brought to you. 
while the “minor ( katan , small) mat- 
ters will be decided by them." the 
carefully chosen judges to be 
appointed by Moses. Thus, “you will 
make it easier for yourself and let 
them share the burden” (18:22). 

The Tora tells us that Moses wel- 
comed the suggestions made by his 
father-in-law. He was not afraid to 
admit that even he, the celebrated 
leader and teacher, could leam a 
thing or two from the world outside 
his own camp. 

Rabbi Haim Ben Atar. the great 
Moroccan mystic who settled in 
Jerusalem, where he wrote his cele- 
brated commentary on the Tora. Or 
Hahayim, says that the very pur- 
pose of Jethro’s visit to the Israelites 
in the wilderness was to teach us that 
although Tora is the all- 
encompassing repository of wisdom, 
there are things in which other peo- 
ple. the gentiles, excel more than the 
Jews. For instance, the skill of prop- 
er bureaucratic administration. 

The greatness of Moses is to be 
seen also in the fact that unlike many 
leaders who invite expert consul- 
tants to advise them and then file 
away their reports. Moses im- 
mediately implemented Jethro’s 
plan. 

“Moses heeded his father-in-law 
and did just as he had said. Moses 
chose capable men out of all Israel 
and appointed them heads over the 
people - chiefs of thousands, hun- 
dreds. fifties and tens.’’ A total of 
78,600 chieftains for a population of 
600,000 - quite a legion of bureau- 
crats. 

Moses introduced, however, one 
significant change in Jethro's plan. 
When reading the text carefully 
(18:22 and 26). we find that while 
Jethro proposed that Moses handle 
only major legal cases involving 
large sums of money {davar gadol). 
and delegating the cases dealing with* 
smaller claims (davar kaion) to low- 
er courts. Moses ruled that all the 
hard, complex cases {ha- davar ha- 
kashe ) be brought to him. whether 
they involve a hundred thousand 
shekels or one pruta. 

Unlike Jethro, the priest of Mi- 
dian, Moses was of the opinion that 
what matters in the pursuit of justice 
is not the sum involved, but rather 
that the proper principle be upheld.

ership. exerted by Arik Sharon and 
David Levy: the troubles which can 
be expected in the Likud unity talks 
between Herat and the Liberals: and 
the persona] instability of Liberal 
Minister of Finance Yitzhak Moda'i. 

Labour's wishful thinking several 
months ago revolved around a sce- 
nario in which Moda'i was to lead a 
sufficiently large number of Liberal 
MKs out of the Likud to form a 
narrow coalition with Labour. This 
is now thought to be highly unlikely. 

Instead the most likely scenario 
may be the Likud quitting the unit\ 
government with a Labour-led coali- 
tion managing to stay in power with 
the support of one or two of the four 
religious factions. This scenario, 
too. is replete with problems. 


Such a narrow Labour-led coali- 
tion will be dependent on the return 
oF Mapam and the CRM with their 
10 MKs to restore the high mark of 
54 potential members of a narrow 
coalition which Peres put together 
last summer before opting for the 
coalition with the Likud. 

But it is highly unlikely that the 
left will return to such a coalition if it 
includes Agudat Israel and Morasha 
and possibly even Shas. 

Peres could set up a narrow gov- 
ernment with the 54 of Labour and 
the left plus 3 of the NRP (Avner 
Shaki would most likely not join) 
and Tami’s one. This could produce 
a 58-56 vote of confidence assuming 
that Peres would not want to base 
such a government on support of the 
six Arab votes of Rakah and the 
Progressive List. 

It would be a precarious alterna- 
tive to the present monstrosity of a 
government and would raise the 
prospect of early breakdown leading 
to early elections. That alternative 
was rejected last year in the wake of 
the July 23 stalemate primarily be- 


cause the parties were broke at the 
end of a protracted election cam- 
paign which they had just ran. 

By next summer, however, party 
treasurers may be willing to enter- 
tain the traumatic thought of run- 
ning a new campaign. 

The upshot of all of this prognosti- 
cating is that our political system is 
simply not working. Our economic 
crisis, which far from being an act of 
God. was the creation of scared and 
irresponsible politicians responding 
to a system which was not working, is 
the best evidence of that contention. 

Our political leaders will go to 
great lengths to resist coming to grips 
with the reality of a system that must 
be changed. But eventually they will 
be forced to do so. 

In the meantime, it would be well 
if the minority of thoughtful politi- 
cians in the various parties began 
turning their minds to how to change 
the system - electoral, parliamen- 
tary and party - which has led us to 
our present state.

A: Yes. Only Poloomordvinov. 
Those who caine with him only 
helped him. 

Counsel; How exactly did they 
help? Did they take books from the 
shelves? 

A: Yes- 

Judge: (intervenes); Comrade 
Alexayev. Be more attentive and 
concentrate. Did they take books 
from the shelves? 

A: No. They did not take books 
from the shelves. They merely took 
the books from the table to put them 
in the canons. 

Counsel: Where is the child's bed? 

A: (Does not know) 

Counsel: Was the search in the 
apartment a careful one? 

A: Yes. very careful. 

Counsel: Where are the toys and 
the children's books? 

A: (No reply). 

Counsel: Do you claim that it was 
specifically the defendant who lit the 
candles?

Counsel: How was Edelstein dres- 
sed? 

A; He was wearing a long-sleeved 
shirt and trousers called "bananas" 
or. more precisely, loose jeans. 

Counsel: Did Edelstein perform 
other activities after lighting the can- 
dles? 

A: Yes. He read something from a 
book. 

Counsel: Was it similar to a ritual? 

A: Probably. 

Counsel: Why didn't Edelstein 
sign the protocol? 

A: He refused to sign the protocol 
because he felt the actions of the 
prosecution were illegal. 

Counsel: Be precise:. Where was 
the package of tobacco found? 

A: The package was found in the 
bottom of the bookcase. 

Counsel*. Where exactly? 

A: (Did not know exactly. 
Attempts to answer). 

Judge: If the witness to the search 
does not recall, he should say he 
does not know, and he should not try 
to complete the picture with the aid 
of his imagination. 

A: There were tapes, books, tape 
recorders and other items amongst 
which the package was found. 

End of Alexayev' s testimony. A 
short recess was followed by the call- 
ing of Yelena Melnikova, who shared 
the Edelstein "s apartment. 

Judge: What information do yon 
possess regarding this case? 

Melnikova: None. 

Judge: What was your rela- 
tionship with the Edelsteins? 

M: We were on good terms. 

Judge: (surprised): Can you tes- 
tify positively regarding the charac- 
ter of;Yju1ian'EdelsldfiwJ3JiL'‘j. - 
: M: Yes. (Thinks*) Not complete- < 
ly. I've known the family for almost a 
year. They moved here after chang- 
ing apartments. At first everything 
was fine, but after a while I became 
suspicious of the family. They had a 
lot of visitors, including foreigners. . 

Judge: How regularly did these 
foreigners visit? 

M: I cannot speak of any regular 
timetable. However, I believe it was 
always of groups of foreigners to 
Moscow. At first I thought that the 
accused worked as a tourist guide. 
Later I understood that he was not a 
guide. He didn't seem to be em- 
ployed anywhere and the family did- 
not appear to be living according to 
its means, I was surprised and even 
turned to the local police. 

Defence Counsel: Be precise, 
please - define the phrase “not 
according to its means.” Do you 
know the family budget? Do you 
know* if the Edelsteins receives 
financial aid from their parents? Do 
you know the profession of Edel- 
stein's parents? 

M: I do not know the family 
budget. But I know that it is impossi- 
ble to live off one salary. 1 also had a 
husband who earned 200 rubles per 
month and I earned 130 rubles, but 
we could not allow ourselves such a 
standard. 

Counsel: Please be precise: what 
do you mean by “such a standard?” 
Have you seen valuables in their 
possession? Do they throw lavish 
parties? 

M: Not at all. Nothing like that. 
But we have a common kitchen and I 
see everything. From one salary it is 
impossible to roast a chicken every' 
week. (Laughter in the courtroom.) 

The last witness called to testify was 
the regional policeman, Pachmusov. 

Judge: Tell the court what you 
know about the accused. 

Pachmusov: I began working in 
this region in January 1984. I re- 
ceived a complaint from Yelena 
Melnikova that she was suspicious of 
her neighbours. They were not living 
according to their means and had a 
lot of visitors. When I investigated 
the occupations of the family. Yulian 
Edelstein refused to answer my 
questions. I once came to their 
apartment and Edelstein locked the 
door and said be would not open it 
without seeing a search warrant. 

Judge: Does the prosecution have 
any questions? 

Prosecution: No. 

Judge: Does the defence have any 
questions? 

Counsel: No. 

Jndge: Does the accused have any 
questions? 

Edelstein: When did the incident 
you described occur? I do not recol- 
lectit. 

Pachmusov: It happened. It hap- 
pened. 

Judge: Did you invite the accused 
for talks? 

P; I did. 

Jndge: To where? 

P: To the regional council. 

Counsel: Why are you testifying 
negatively regarding Edelsteih’s 

character?

P: Edelstein was disrespectful to- 
wards me as an employee of the 
police and did not reply when asked 
where he was employed. .Visitors 
would come to them — from six to ten 
visiton. 

Counsel: Is it forbidden to have 
guests? 

~ P: No. it is not forbidden. 

Counsel: Then why have you given 
him a negative character reference? 
Was the accused ever involved in 
drunkenness or brawling? 

P: No. never. He has never been 
under arrest, never been drunk or 
guilty of any outburst. His neigh- 
bours have never complained of any 
noise. 

Counsel: If so, then why did you 
describe him as a negative personal- 
ity? 

P: (No reply.) 

77iw ended the questioning of all 
the witnesses. 

The court then studied the case file, 
which included a character appraisal 
from Edelstein s last place of employ- 
ment. It was read aloud. It stated that 
Edelstein had appeared late for work, 
showed no interest in his job and kept 
himself apart. With regard to the 
work itself, there were no complaints 
against him. The prosecution defined 
this character appraisal as negative. 

A mediocre character appraisal 
from Edelstein's neighbours submit- 
ted through the house committee was 
also read out. It stated that Edelstein 
had several visitors the committee 
knew nothing about. 

Defence Counsel: (surprised): I 
was not aware of the need to report 
activities which take place in a pri- 
vate apartment behind a locked door 
to the house committee. 

The case file also contained expert 
opinion on die accused's psycholo- 
gical state, stating that he was re- 
sponsible for his actions, as well as 
the results of a test to determine drug 
addiction: the accused was found to 
be free of any signs of addiction. 

The court now heard the final 
speeches. The prosecution spoke 
first. 

Tshnmakova: Our state is most 
concerned about the health of its 
citizens. Drug addiction is a serious 
crime, since it is harmful to the 
health of the people. Yulian Edel- 
jreln’s-jsuilt: ^a^beeh-Proved add is . 
reflected dearly in the testimony of 
the witnesses who partidpated in the 
trial. The prosecution notes that 
Edelstein has denied the charges and 
has shown no signs of respect. This 
makes his offence all the more se- 
rious. Since Edelstein has received 
negative character appraisals both 
from his place of employment and 
from his place of residence and re- 
fuses to admit his guilt, the prosecu- 
tion requests that he be punished by 
imprisonment for a period of up to 
three years. 

Counsel for the defence then re- 
quested that the case file incorporate 
character appraisals: from former 
places of work, awards Edelstein 
received for studies and sports and 
reports from his school and universi- 
ty. He also requested the inclusion of 
a copy of The Young Leninist, a 
local paper which carried a picture of 
the accused when he was a youth 
group counsellor and described him 
as a diligent and responsible worker. . 

The judge, over the prosecutions 
objection, decided to admit this evi- 
dence. but denied requests to admit 
two sections in translation from U.S. 
law books and a halachic quotation 
on who is responsible for lighting 
Sabbath candles. 

Then came the defence counsel's 
final speech. 

Defence Counsel: The prosecu- 
tion’s summary astonishes me. The 
defendant has never before been 
involved in a criminal case . and even 
if we disregard for the moment the 
critical question of whether drugs 
were really found in his apartment, 
the amount of drugs alleged to have 
been found is minimal - 1.006 grams 
of marijuana and eight grams of 
opium powder. This is why I asked 
that an expert be invited to testify, to . 
explain to the court how harmful * 
such a small amount of drags might 
be to the public. Unfortunately, the 
court denied my request, and this 
point cannot be clarified. 

I must emphasize the prejudiced 
position taken by the prosecution 
against the accused. For example: 
the character appraisal from his 
place of employment was defined as 
negative. Although it stated that he 
came late and did not show enthu- 
siasm for his work, there were no 
complaints about the work itself. My 
client is fluent in four languages, and 
I would be surprised if he were to 
find his job or disinfection exciting. 

I also find it strange that the 
prosecution should claim that the 
defendant’s refusal to confess makes 
his offence more serious. According 
to the penal code, this does not 
change the gravity of the offence. 

In addition, the prosecutor who 
signed the arrest warrant did not 
make a thorough study of the case.lt . 
already included a statement to the 
effect “that the accused had commit- 
ted crimes according to a certain 
paragraph of the penal code. In my 
entire career, this is the first time 
that I have seen the prosecutor de- 
re mining before the investigation 
that the accused has performed a 
specific crime. 

I personally have reservations

with respect to Edkslsiein s desire to 
emigrate to the State of Israel, bw 
the penal code does not regard tins 
desire as an offence- It is common ' 
knowledee that there is an insiitu- „ 
tion caned Ovir which deals officially '< 
with requests to emigrate from the 
Soviet Union. It is therefore incon- 
ceivable that this merits punishment. 

My client is a religious person and his - 
desire to travel to a country where . 
his religious practices are upheld is 

bv no means surprising. 

' And now I will try to prove concha- 
sivelv that my client never did pos- 
sess drugs- An analysis of his activi- 
ties will confirm this. 

I have alreadv shown that ihe 
prosecution has acted with prejudice 
towards my client. There were four J 
people present during the search of 
the Edelstein apartment who were 
not mentioned in the protocol. It is 
apparent from the testimony of 

Poloomordvinov th3t he himself did 
not actively conduct the search, for 
he had difficulty in explaining for 
what and where he searched. The 
search was undoubtedly performed 
by the individuals who accompanied 

Poloomordvinov. 

The protocol was taken in viola- 
tion of the penal code. Not only were 
the names of those present at the--- 
search omitted from the protocol, 
also omitted were the places where 
the confiscated items were found. In 
a search where some of the partici- 
pants have nothing to do with the 1 
matters in hand and where people 
are able freely to come and go. 
anything and everything can hap- 
pen. since no one can take responsi- 
bility for these events and the partici- 
pants are not listed in the protocol. 

I would further like to point out 
that religious people are most care- 
ful about fulfilling their religious 
precepts. [Here, counsel reads into 
the record a section from a book on 
Jewish law which states that it is the 
woman who lights the Sabbath can- 
dles. both as an obligation and a 
privilege. Several reasons are given 
for the assigning of this task to the 
woman, and he cites these. Men light 
the candles only in the absence of 
women. A blessing is recited follow- 
ing the lighting of the candles.] I 
therefore believe that the candies 
were lit by the wife of the defendant 
and not by the defendant himself, es 
the detective Poloomordvinov and 
the witnesses to the search claim. 

I maintain that my client is ba- 
lanced in mind. All present in the 
courtroom, who have observed him 
for the past several hours, can attest 
to his stability. An official report 
confirming his sanity has been in- 
corporated in fhe file. Any sane 
person who had a box of matches 
containing opium in his pocket and 
was able to walk freely about the 
apartment (as admitted by the wit* 
,nesses).T what -could be more logical 
from his standpoint than to enter the 
bathroom and flush the incriminat- 
ing evidence down the toilet? How 
can one imagine that in such a situa- 
tion, the defendant would take the 
matchbox out and put in on the * 
windowsill, where it would be most 
obvious? 

I must further emphasize that the 
testimony regarding the matchbox 
which was allegedly found on the 
windowsill stands in contradiction to 
the claim of the defendant and his 
wife - that there is no windowsill af 
all in their apartment! Next to the 
window there are shelves on the 
door leading to the porch but no! 
windowsill. 

The case file contains serious 
violations of the penal code. The 
detective Deminsky ordered Edd-* 
stein’s arrest on September 3. Th^’. 
warrant mentioned that the defend, 
dam was suspected of having? 
violated paragraph 224, part 3, after 
a djug was found and confiscated' 
during the search of his apartment. I 
But the laboratory test did not? 
take place until September 7, which* 
means that Deminsky sent out his! 
arrest warrant while the confiscated? 
items were still un examined in sea-* 
led envelopes. The results of the test- 
were not in fact known until Septem-? 
ber 25, when it was determined that? 
the envelopes contained 1.006 grams* 
of marijuana and eight grams of? 
opium. 

I wanted to call the expert to- 
confirm that the sealed envelopes? 
were not opened before September; * 
7, but my request was denied. * ^ 

For all the above reasons. I mam-' 
tein that my client is innocent and. 
did not have any drugs in his home. I* 
therefore demand that my client bo 
acquitted. ;

. that there W3S trouble izi Sabra and 
Shatilla. he failed to take steps to 
.. *■ stop the massacres. 

The Kahan Commission cleared 
Minister Sharon of this charge at 
page 71 of the official translation: 

• “We do not believe that responsi- 

• biiity is to be imputed to the Defence 
Minister for not ordering the remov- 

'• al of the Pbalaiigists from the camps 

- when the first reports reached him 
about the arts of kilting being com- 
mitted there . As was detailed above , 
such reports" initially reached the 
Defence Minister on Friday evening; 

- but at the same time, he had beard 
from the Chief of Staff that the 
Phalangists* operation had been 
baited, that they had been ordered 
to leave the camps, and that their 

- departure would be effected by 5 
a.m. Saturday. These preventive 

■ steps might well have seemed suffi- 
cient to the Defence Minister at that 
time, and it was not his duty to order 

- additional steps to be taken, or to 
have the departure time moved up, a 

.. . step which was of doubtful feasibil- 
ity." 


SETTING THE RECORD STRAIGHT 


Your statement that the Kahan 
Commission' found that 'Minister 
Sharon bore responsibility forfaiting 
to stop the massacres was thus your 
effort to set the record wrong: 

Secondly, iri “Setting the record 
straight.” your editorial incorrectly 
charges Time with “wanting to go 
one better than the available hard 
facts, it went one step further into a 
grey, not provable area. 7 ’ Yon were 
wrong again. Time's story about 
Minister Sharon's role in Sabra and 
Shatilla was in a provable area and 
was determined by the jury in the 
Sharon case to have been defama- 
tory 2 nd false by “clear and convinc- 
ing evidence!” Time also conceded 
at the recent trial that when it wrote 
that “Tune had learned" what was 
allegedly in the secret Appendix B, it 
had in feet received no such informa- 
tion from any source, but was relying 
on Halevy's “analysis and inter- 
pretation." 

There was no reason for The Jeru- 
salem Post to try to set the record 
straight. The record had been set 
straight by 'the jury which found (1) 
Time defamed Minister Sharon; (2) 
Tune's story was false; (3) Time 
employees, “particularly David 
Halevy. acted negligently and 
carelessly." United States District 
Court Judge Abraham D. Sofaer. 
who presided at the trial, com- 
plimented the jury for their dili- 
gence, fairness and impartiality. 
There was no need for any publica- 
tion to set the record straight. 

If The Jerusalem Post editorially 
wants to set the record straight, it 
should have reminded us that Time 
wrote “Begin rhymes with Fagin" 
(for which Time has yet to publish an 
apology). When The Jerusalem Post

The relevant passages in the 
Kahan Commission report are 
rather more than the quote selected 
by Mr. Fischman. The paragraph 
immediately preceding the passage 
quoted by Mr. Fischman. on the 
same page 71 of the report's official 
English translation, states as fol- 
lows: 

“It is our view that responsibil- 
ity is to be imputed to the Minis- 
ter of Defence for having disre- 
garded The danger of acts of 
vengeance and bloodshed by the 
Phalangists against the popula- 
tion of the refugee camps, and 
having failed to take this danger 
into account when he decided to 
have the Phalangists enter the 
camps. In addition, responsibil- 
ity is to be imputed to the Minis- 
ter of Defence for not ordering 
appropriate measures for pre- 
venting or reducing the danger of 
massacre as a condition for the 
Phalangists* entry into the 
camps. These blunders constitute 
the non-fulfillment of a duty with 
which the Defence Minister was 
charged.” 

And in the section concerning the 
recommendations of the Kahan 
Commission of Inquiry “into the 
events at the refugee camps in 
Beirut" (the commission's official 
title) the passage (pp. 105-106) deal- 
ing with Defence Minister Ariel 
Sharon states: 

“We have found, as has been 
detailed in this report, that the 
Minister of Defence bears per- 
sonal responsibility. In our opin- 
ion, it is fitting that the Minister 
of Defence draw the appropriate 
persona] conclusions arising out 
of the defects revealed with re- 
gard to the manner in which he 
discharged the duties of his office 
-and if necessary, that the Prime 
Minister consider whether he 
should exercise his authority 
under Section 21-A(a) of the 
Basic Law: the Government. 


according to which "the Prime 
Minister may . after informing the 
Cabinet of his intention to do so. 
remove a minister from office." 

Precisely because the commission 
found Mr. Sharon to bear "personal 
responsibility" for disregarding the 
dangers that led to the “events" at 
Sabra and Shatilla. it recommended 
that he leave, and if necessary* be 
removed from, office. 

These were the available hard 
facts of the published report to which 
our editorial referred. They should 
also have been sufficient for the 
reporting by Time. The editorial 
suggested there was no need for 
Time to have moved into a grey area 
where they had no evidence, namely 
the secret Appendix B. 

Mr. Fischman would mislead 
readers regarding the main issue of 
Mr. Sharon's involvement in the 
events at the refugee camps in Beirut 
in September 19S2, By stressing that 
"Times story about Minister Shar- 
on's role in Sabra and Shatilla was in 
a provable area and was determined 
by the jury in the Sbaron case to have 
been defamatorv and false by clear 
and convincing evidence.” he implies 
that the jury verdict involved all of 
Mr. Sharon's role in the events. 

In fact, the court case dealt merely 
with one limited point, whether Mr. 
Sbaron had or had not discussed 
beforehand with Phalangist leaders 
their desire for vengeance following 
the assassination of Bashir Jemayel. 
and whether there was reference to 
that in the commission report's sec- 
ret appendix. 

Mr. Sharon's role in the events at 
the refugee camps in Beirut was 
clearly determined by the Kahan 
Commission, which inter alia “im- 
putes responsibility to Mr. Sharon 
for having disregarded the danger of 
acts of vengeance and bloodshed by 
the Phalangists against the popula- 
tion of the refugee camps." 

No decision by a New York court 
in a libel suit can change that judge- 
ment. nor was it intended to.

Even a 
learned attorney of the firm of Shea 
and Gould, counsel for Mr. Sharon 
in the case of Sharon vs. Time. 
should not try to change, or give the 
impression of trying to change that 
record.

TEL AVIV. - Buyers and sellers 
almost cancelled each other out 
again yesterday, for the second con- 
secutive day. But while trading the 
previous day showed a slight edge 
for buyers .Yesterday, the edge went 
to the selleri. 

The General Share Index fell by 
0.13 per cent, brought down by the 
free shares, which fell by 0.16 per 
cent. The arrangement shares fell by 
only 0.02 percent. 

In general, the market was quiet, 
with few sensational events. 

Examples of buyers and sellers 
also or actually cancelling each other 
out can be seen in the following: A 
demand for 377.900 (all figures are 
in nominal values) for First Interna- 
tional was supplied at no rise in price 
with turnover of 23.5 million. A tiny 
demand of 3.000 for Poalim Reg- 
istered also did not change price, and 
some 76.6m. were traded. An offer 
of 740.700 IDB Development was 
picked up at no change in price, and 
the turnover was 43.5m. 

Although the trend was slightly 
downward, plenty of shares rose by 
ten per cent or more. But these were 
more than cancelled out by others 
which fell by the same amount or a 
bit more. 

The high rises yesterday were 
Cohen Development, up by 16.3 per 
cent: Team Computers, up by 15 per 
cent: and Mam. up by 13.6 per cent. 

Looking at categories and sub- 
categories. the highest rise, of 5.19 
per cent, went to petroleum re- 
search. These shares have risen by 
some 24.6 per cent in the past week 
alone, and somebody must know 
something - otherwise the interest in 
nearly all the oil shares would not be 
so intense.

MANY HAVE tried to link the 
growing incidence of terrorism in the 
administered territories to Israel's 
withdrawal from Lebanon. But it is 
not clear that there is a link. 

What is more relevant is the new 
message coming out of Damascus, 
and Israel would do well to pay heed 
to it. Terrorism - if one can call 
attacks by guerrilla units against 
military targets terror - the Syrians 
are saying, is what got the Israel 
Defence Forces out of Lebanon. No 
matter how many tanks, how soph- 
isticated the equipment, how well 
trained the men. the occupier was 
brought to his knees by the under- 
ground fighter. 

Damascus's new message is not 
intended either to breast-beat or to 
point to yet another Syrian victory 
on Lebanese soil. It is being directed 
to a new target: the inhabitants of 
Judea, Samaria and Gaza. 

The message is at once simple and 
complicated. It can be seen within 
the narrow confines of a lesson to the 
1.2 million Palestinians under the 
“yoke of Israeli occupation" and it 
can be seen within the context of 
Syria's overall strategy of regaining 
its leadership in the Arab world. 
Both interpretations are correct. 

Syria, ironically, is now both 
stronger and weaker than it has ever 
been. Its victories in Lebanon have 
brought responsibilities; and while 
Abu Mussa may have been tech- 
nically victorious in Tripoli, Yasser 
Arafat remains the undisputed poli- 
tical head of the PLO, now comfort- 
ably established in Amman. 

Syria '5 ally, Iran, is losing the war 
against Iraq; Jordan and Egypt have 
resumed diplomatic relations, fol- 
lowing mediation by Arafat; and 
Baghdad has renewed its relations 
with Washington. 

And not only has Syria lost the 
mainstream Palestinian movement, 
but it also could lose the Lebanese 
Palestinians, who are more than 
wary of Syria's commitment to pre- 
serving the Christian presidency of 
Amin Jemayel. Events in Sidon in 
coming weeks will provide the litmus 
test for tbatchallenge. 

ON THE Other hand, Syria con- 
tinues to strengthen its army. The 
past five years, and especially the 
two-and-a-half years since the Leba- 
non war, have seen a revolution in 
the Syrian armed forces. Two addi- 
tional divisions have been equipped, 
trained and integrated into the army; 
new tanks have replaced old ones, 
and all artillery is mobile. 

There has been a tremendous 
effort to improve communications 
and electronic warfare capability. 
Sukhoi-22s and Mig-25s have been 
added to the air force’s inventory.

THE SECURITY MISHAP 


To die Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, - A report in The Jerusalem 
Post of January 29 on the radio 
broadcast dealing with the Lavon 
affair quotes me as saying: the mis- 
guided operation in Cairo "was an 
attempt by the military to ruin the 
political process and also to cause 
political friction between Britain and 
the U.S. Someone decided to launch 
the esek bish (security mishap)... it 
was absolutely idiotic. On the one 
hand Israel was offering its help; On 
the other hand there was this opera- 
tion.... absolutely no co-ordination 
between two principal arms of gov- 
ernment." 

My prerecorded interview with 
Kol Yisrael given in continuous 
sequence was broadcast in selective 
parts. Therefore, a misunderstanding 
of my remarks was probably caused 
by the process of editing. 

According to the verbatim trans- 
cript of the broadcast, I said: “the 
military concept was that these nego- 
tiations (i.e. the British-Egyptian 
negotiations) should fail. In order to 
help achieve their failure somebody 
conceived the absurd and abortive 
scheme to create tensions between 
Egypt on the one hand, and Britain 
and the United States on the other.” 

Preceding and following these re- 


marks I had, in response to repeated 
questions of the interviewer, refuted 
the version that the Cairo operation 
was designed to sabotage the ex- 
change of views which had been 
conducted between representatives 
of Israel and of Colonel Nasser in the 
course of 1954. I stressed that the 
purpose of the ill-fated operation 
was to interfere with the Anglo- 
Egyptian negotiations nearing con- 
clusion. 

I also described in my interview 
with Eitan Almog. the producer of 
the programme. Nasser's method of 
prevarication which prompted us to 
insist in our talks on the test of his 
performance, which he failed in ev- 
ery instance. Although the contacts 
between the governments of Egypt 
and Israel continued after the Cairo 
trial in various forms during 1955 
and 1956, it was my view at the time 
as it is today that they were doomed 
to failure. 

The views I expressed in the 
broadcast on the Lavon Affair, the 
Cairo Operation, and our contacts 
with Nasser fully correspond with 
the more detailed description of the 
events given in my book Destination 
Peace - Three decades of Israeli 
Foreign Policy.

FACTS ABOUT THE PALESTINIANS 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, - Cynthia Belton's article on 
the Palestinians (February 3) con- 
tains a number of cliches which were 
disproved tong ago. 

1) The Palestine entity idea was 
not a by-product of “Abdul Nasser's 
pan-Arabism". It appeared already 
at the first Palestine National Con- 
ference in Haifa in the early 20s. 

2) This entity idea was also nor 
“invented” in the form of the PLO 
by Nasser in 1964. 

3) The figure of 800,000 displaced 
Palestinians who fled to neighbour- 
ing Arab countries is purely imagin- 
ary. The last Mandatory census was 
taken in 1931 and all figures after 
that date were estimates, including 
the latest Mandatory figure of 
1,150,000 Palestinian Moslems and 
Christians. Of these, -some 200.000 
remained in Israel In 1949. 300.000 
remained in East Jerusalem and the 
West Bank (under King Abdullah) 
and another 150,000 in the Palesti- 


nian Gaza Strip. This means that at 
the most, some 500.000 Palestinians 
were displaced of which only part 

“fled to neighbouring Arab coun- 
tries." The rest remained as refugees 
in U.N. camps established in Gaza 
and the West Bank.

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Syria's alliance with the Soviet 
Union has never been stronger: both 
countries need each other more than 
ever before, given Syria's isolation in 
an Arab world that has gone in- 
creasingly to the West for arms and 
aid. 

More important, the Soviets have 
invested heavily in Syrian defences 
in order to avoid the embarrassment 
of June 1982. when its front 7 line 
defences were shown to be almost 
useless when pitted against the 
Western technology in the hands of 
Israel - and also in the hands of many 
of Syria's most implacable foes in the 
Arab world, and the Western 
alliance facing the Warsaw Pact 
countries. 

But Syria knows that, no matter 
how strong it may become militarily, 
or how strong its alliance with the 
Soviet Union, it cannot take on 
Israel singlehanded. And for the 
foreseeable future, a lonely Syria is 
very much part of the Middle East 
scenario. Whatever it does to train 
and modernize its forces. Syria will 
still have an army that is decades 
behind the IDF technologically, 
organizationally and quantitatively. 

The war in Lebanon not only gave 
Syria the impetus to revolutionize its 
armed forces, but also underlined 
for Damascus the old dictum that 
terrorism, if cultivated properly, is 
potentially a more effective weapon 
against Israel than an additional 
hundred battalions in the field. 
Another strategic dimension has 
been added to Syria's thinking. 
Hence the importance of taking 
heed of the Syrian message. 

IF THE SYRIANS could count on 
a reliable fifth column to open up a 
new front against the IDF inside 
Israel in tandem with, and sup- 
plementary to. an attack from the 
international border, this would 
compensate to some extent for an 
Egypt at peace with Israel. 

Even without a war. there is an 
important role for an effective and 
disciplined fifth column: to whittle 
down the enemy's resistance from 
within by forcing him to spread his 
resources thinly, and preventing the 
enemy from concentrating on 
strategic problems, being constantly 
preoccupied with the tactical exting- 
uishing of fires. 

But for Syria to create a fifth 
column inside Greater Israel that 
would act on orders from Damascus 
it would have to invest more than 
just rhetoric - no matter how persua- 
sive - in cultivating the populations 
of Judea, Samaria and Gaza. While 
it may be true that the Shi'ite and 
Palestinian terrorists played some 
part in dislodging the IDF from 
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Sidon. it will take a great deal more 
than sporadic terror to dislodge 
Israel from the West Bank or Gaza. 

The territories are not Lebanon, 
and the Palestinian population of 
Judea. Samaria and Gaza are not the 
Shi'ites. Druse or refugee Palesti- 
nians of Lebanon. Hundreds of 
thousands of Lebanese are not de- 
pendent on Israel for their daily 
bread, as are the Palestinians in the 
territories. The arena is not the 
same: the environment is different: 
the political and demographic reali- 
ties are different. 

There are no Jewish settlements in 
Lebanon, and there are no Israelis in 
the political mainstream of this 
country who believe that we should 
stay there forever. The terrorist 
bombs in Southern Lebanon have 
not been directed against a people 
with biblical or historical claims to 
the land they were defending. The 
opposite is true: the IDF could not 
wait to get out of Lebanon . 

THE TWO situations are not com- 
parable. But this does not mean that 
the message has absolutely no rele- 
vance. For what happened in Leba- 
non has displayed a weakness in 
Israel's might, akuok in its armour. If 
we were vulnerable to terrorism in 
Lebanon, where the casualties were 
soldiers who were known to be at 
risk, how much more vulnerable we 
shall be if the casualties become 
women and children. And if we 
reacted to terrorism directed against 
men in armoured personnel carriers 
scores of kilometres away from 


home by a unilateral withdrawal, 
how much more vulnerable wifi we 
be as a nation when terror begins to 
become a daily phenomenon in our 
midst. 

The Syrians have everything to 
gain by trying to radicalize the West 
Bank." Not only do they stand to 
open a serious new front against 
Israel, but it is only in Judea, Samar- 
ia and Ga 2 a that Syria can hope to 
take on Arafat in yet another round 
for control of the’ PLO. It is in the 
territories that tbe battle between 
the Palestinian moderates and hard- 
liners will take place; is already tak- 
ing place. 

Though small in number, the 
radical elements of the PLO cells on 
the West Bank wifi set the pace for 
fixture developments. If they pene- 
trate the youth in the refugee camps 
and universities, organize riots and 
civil disobedience that will invite 
harsh Israeli counter-measures that 
can only breed more unrest and 
disorder, they wifi force the pro- 
Arafat and Jordanian elements of 
the political leadership on the West 
Bank to follow suit. 

WHAT HAS BEEN happening at 
Dehaishe this week is exactly what 
the Syrians want to happen. De- 
haishe has become the eye of the 
storm the Syrians want to generate 
so as to create an atmosphere suit- 
able for radical takeover. They want 
to disropt normality. They want the 
political dialogue on the future of 
Judea, Samaria and Gaza to. take 
place between the radical fringes of 


Jewish and Palestinian nationalism. * „ 
where Lhe language of debate is the 
bullet, not the word. 

On a tour of the West Bank 08 
Wednesday. Defence Minister 
zhak Rabin, under pressure not only 
to cater to the right wing of the 
national unity government, but also 
to restore law. order and safety in 
the territories that are his direct 
responsibility, threatened that Israel 
would react with a heavy hand to any 
new incidents. That heavy hand will 
only push the moderates towards the 
radicals. Collective punishment can 
only foster collective radicalizaticm. 
and banishment can only breed new 
leadership from among the exiles. 

Though the West Bank is not 
Lebanon, and though there may he 
no direct link between the escalation 
of terrorism on the West Bank and 
its “success” in Lebanon, the link is. . . 
there. The concept of liberatorv te*. .. 
ror could not but have been fortified 
by what has happened in Lebanon. 

No matter how one assesses this war, 
one irony is inescapable: it was a war 
billed as ending the threat to Israels 
northern frontier from indiscrimin- 
ate terror, and a war in which the nse 
of terror, ultimately, emerged -ds 
victorious. 1 1 

The Syrians are not going to allpw 
the momentum of that message fo 
dissipate. And we should not en- 
courage that momentum to acceler- 
ate by hysterical reaction to the 
current disorders in Judea and 
Samaria that can only serve to gener- 
ate the hatred Syria needs for its new 
message to take hold.
